Perkapa the greatest lo Mrs. Mango’s category of domestic 
woes were those connected with the General's constant attend¬ 
ance at auctions whence the most Incongruous assortments of 
purchases used weekly to be sent to bis bungalow. Trade, except 
In the presidential cities of the East, Is entirely in the bands of 
natives, whose views of an Engllabman’s requirements are, to say 
the least of It, startling. On the occasions of their annual trips 
to the seaports, they are omnivorous In their purchases, lu the 
belief that they can get rid of anything, no matter how little they 
may have ever beard of any use for U, to some one of their white 
masters, whose every taste is an unaccountable idiosyncrasy to 
them. 

Since General Mango took the Jamandjellybad command 
few sucb speculations were ever long on band, and Par- 
Boe, Hindoo and Mussulman storekeepers alike became grate¬ 
ful converts to the caat-tby-bread-upon-tbe-water theory. It 
is the Indian custom for any person leaving a station 
to sell off everything; down to old flowerpots, cast-off stock¬ 
ings, and out-of-date fiizettee, and as all auctions are 
In the bands of the shop-keepers, those In Jamandjellybad 
took care to throw tbelr own dead stock into the catalogues, in

In most countries it makes but little difference to anyone but 
himself whether a man's wife la pleasant or not. In India, how¬ 
ever, It is dll important to have a kind and sociable person in the 
wife of the chief official at a station.

Had she such power when in com¬ 
petition with the wives of her husband's equals in rank, what 
would she not do when raised to rule the social roast of so small 
a place as Jamaodjellybadil On the mere rumor arriving it

Even mighty Satraps, of the civil service, bad succumbed to 
the blandlehmenU of youthful Conlett, schooled into perfect 
manocuvering skill by the wary aunt, who on her part was never 
found wanting when the bringing up of her heavy reserves of 
match-making practice and panegyrics was all that was required 
to secure a victim and a victory. 

Next to the civil service, so dear from its high salaries to every 
Indian mother, the native armies provided Mrs. Mango with her 
favorite bunting fields. Queen’s regiments she looked upon as 
useful to her plans in that the longer purses of their members In¬ 
duced them to provide most of the entertainments at which she 
could superintend the netting of the fish nibbling at the niece on 
present approval, or could select one for next year's, or even the 
second succeeding specimen expected from the Warren; but 
Queen's officers have no marriage funds or pension lists, and Mrs. 
Mango held that the lees brilliant status of the officer of the 
native army was more than counterbalanced by the fact that once 
married be was worth nearly a much dead as alive to his widow. 

Moreover, Mrs. Mango's solitary defeat In the roatrlmonial 
lists had been sustained at the bands of a Queen's officer, Capt. 
Snaffle, of the Lancers, whose despair of escape from her wiles 
led him to the length of procuring letters from England from an 
Imaginary lawyer which purported to state that under his father's 
will he could not sign his marriage settlement of ten thousand 
pounds a year on his particular Miss. Coney except lo London. 
The bait was tempting enough to induce Mrs. Mango to relax 
her previously Invariable rule of never giving an engaged suitor 
even the shortest leave of absence, a weakness that no doubt was, 
however, partly doe to the further duplicity of CapL Snaffle, who 
fixed his probable absence as so short that one portmanteau 
would suffice to carry the clothes for his due appareling whilst 
away, and who therefore begged storage of Mrs. Mango for the 
remainder of his kit. 

This touching confidence on the Captain's part had its weight, 
as Mrs. Mango suspected nothing ttH three months later the 
OazHl6 Informed her of bis exchange to a regiment on home ser¬ 
vice, when an overhauling of bis boxes proved them to contain 
nothing but bricks covered by a sprinkling of her husband’s 
favorite tracts. 

The defeated niece, to the great wrath of Mrs. Mango, who never 
forgave her seeklDg nuptoal consolation from amongitthe ranks 


of the uncovenanted, took refuge from her disappointment, and 
the sneers of her aunt, In the bosom of a missionary, who was 
glad to take the Lancer’s leavings; but, convenient as to time as 
the churchman’s marriage proved, it did not serve to mitl^^ate 
Mrs. Mango's resolution to have nothing to do matrimonially 
with a service whose members, through some insane regulations 
of the war office, could escape from India by exchange to rogl- 
ments at home, and who could thereby defeat a chaperon's beat 
laid schemes by following the example of the dragoon in the 
good old song whoso practice 'twas to love and ride away. 


CHAPTER III. 


Honey and sugar, plane and projects naturally occupied the 
remainder of their voyage, which ended at Madras. Here Clara's 
father bad come from up country to greet her. Hta almost child¬ 
like delight at the meeting, and hU devoted atteotiou to every 
detail which might lessen the fatigue of her long bullock journey, 
led Rex to augur well of bis future chances with so food a 
parent, of whom however be saw but little, as the old officer's 
fears of the Insecurity of so Important a station as Jamandjelly- 
bad, when only under command of a " locum tenera ” were strong 
enough to cause him to hurry Clara off with scarcely an hoar’s 
delay. Some days of Rex’s leave being sill I uncxplred, be de¬ 
voted one or two to the purchase of a couple of Arabs, from 
which he could do some plg-sticklng on bis march up country, as 
his route lay through a district always full of game. Shooting or 
hog hunting, as opportunity offered, a week or two later saw him 
once more with hta regiment, when duty, calls and the stud 
parade, invariably tendered a new-comer or returned absentee 
from a cavalry regiment, being over, he had time to gather the 
news of the station. 

From his brother officers he learned that the sport of the sur¬ 
rounding country was, even for India, superlative; large game 
abounded, pig were in plenty and the numbers of small game ex¬ 
ceeded all credibility. From a racing regiment, which the 36th 
had been at its last staLloo, it now seemed to have turned crazy 
for the sports of the jungle and, except a modicum of the horse 
lore 1 nseparable from cavalry officers, rifles, shelis, choke-bores 
and the pattern of hog spears seemed to constitute the conversa- 
tloQ at mess. 

Pig-sticking Arabs bad risen cent, per cent. In value at the 
expense of the falntrhearted Australians, and It was all that the 
colonel could do to prevent bis officers from subjecting their 
parade chargers to the unsightly scars certainly incident to a 
season’s bog hunting. 

The garrison, Rex found, consisted of a battery of horse and 
one of field artllley; bis own and a native cavalry regiment, and 
a queen's and two native infantry regiments; whilst the civil 
service was represented by a raw young Scotchman, a quite re¬ 
cent arrival, named Sandy M'Wallah,whose knowledge of life was 
In Inverse ratio to his scientlflc attainments. A mixture of red 
tape, pedantry, and selt-sQfflclency was the very mainspring of 
hie being; and his egregious vanity and constantly vaunted coo- 
victioD of the snperlorlty of the heaven-bom covenanted civil 
over the military service perpetually threatened to bring him into 
collision with some of, at any rate, the younger officers of the 
garrison. Between Mrs. Mango and him a strong friendship 
and alliance was stated to have sprung up, and in referring to 
the arrival of the General’s beautiful daughter the belief was 
freely expressed that, In the absence of greater fish or function 
arles, her mother had already destined Clara for the six hundred 
a year, dead or alive, of the gawky young civilian. 

Captain Wallscourt's first call at the General's house exposed 
the tame cat terms on which M’Wallah bad already established 
himself there, and Mrs. Mango's manner towards himself con 
vlnced him that cavalry captains were all associated in her mind 
with brickbats and visionary marriage settlements. Reference to 
the voyage seemed to awaken the old soldier to redoubled vlgi 
lance over Clara, and she grasped it as the opportunity for com 
meocement of a chaperon’s catechism as to his turn for the pur¬ 
chase of bis majority, the Beechwood revenues, and bis standing 
with bis unde.

The men of the 36th owned a tame bear yclept Elisha, who, 
its mother having been shot when it was but a few days old 
looked on mankind as Its natural friends aud protectors, and 
which In consequence was the general barrack pet. Cornets 
Horseflesh and Holster, who in particular bad been sat upon by 
the pedantic M'Wallah, in revenge borrowed Elisha, and sent 
him out to a selected spot with directions to his temporary 
keeper to hold the bear chained close to a cleft in the rock too 
small for It to enter, and to keep it there nntil be beard the 
report of firearms when he was to unchain It and drive it from 
him with a stick. All being in readiness two horsekeepers, 
dusted and dirtied into the semblance of villagers, were des 
patched to M'Wallah's cutcherry (as the civil court is termed) 
where Holster and Horseflesh very accidentally happened to be 
calling, and reported a bear dose to a neighboring hamlet, 
conncll was held between the three, and a bunt resolved on 
The Comets kindly arranged the due arming of the novice, and 
saw to the loading of his cartridges which were carefully void of 
all lead but the mere top of a bullet In each. M'Wallah's con¬ 
duct in this, bis first eesay at the destruction of large game, may 
perhaps be best Judged by a perusal of the following report which 
he next day IndlcM to the chief commJssloner of the diyislon.

8ir:^[o cootinaiiiloo of my provions letters on the subject of the 
ravages committed on the Uvea and properly of Her M jesty’a native 
snbjectB byftbe larger descriptions of ferm nalarta; that InfeHt the Jnn- 

f :le» of this district, 1 have the honor to report that yet>lerday, the 27th 
Dstant, 1 received loformaUon of the presence of a very large and 
ferocioQB apedmen of the bear species (*‘UreuH labiatue'*) at a epot 
deelgnated by a red cross on the plan (duly autbenticatod by signatare, 
marked X, and attached) accompany! ng. The villagers who at my 
cnlcherry tendered the information as to Its wbe'eabouta expresaed 
their williogneee to pilot me to the scene of its must recent devaeta- 
ttooe. so accompanied by s force of office Peons Oovind Row, Chand 
Khan, and Maun Singh, 1 resolved to set out for (he same. 

You will observe that, in my absence, the important civil duties of 
the station could not be carried out, aud 1 therefore directed all civil 
estahUshnieuts 10 be closed, feeling sure that I shall be upheld in the 
view that the destruction of so feroclons an animal would beet beat- 
tempted by theseolxr civil functionary of Her Majesty on tbe epot. 

In order to admit (he military branch of the public service tu a share 
of credit Id tbe uudertaklog, and of prevaullng any feeling of that 
jealousy so much to be demrecated between the two branches of the 
admloistratloD, I accepted tbe volunteered attendance of two military 
officers (Cornets J. Holrter and W. Horseflesh H. M.'i36th dragoons) 
fur the fanot, after duly cautiooing them that tbe method of procedure 
to be pursued must throughout emanate from, and he dictated by. the 
civil power, as being tbe saperlor branch of the service. 

Tbe (act that 1 relatively outranked both of these genilamen, in ac¬ 
cordance with the scale laid down by HR the Viceroy and Goveruor- 
Qeneral io Council (minute No. 18123 of let April, 1K6^), no doubt 
facllllatod their acquleseoce In thin view, submissiou to which on the 
present occasion may be consldi red as establlablog a local precedent 
which wit] doabtlesH bear weight iu any possible niture couteutions as 
to relative rank at tbla station. 

At the hoar of 11 a. m., the expedition left tbe cutcherry in tbe fol- 
lowing order; first, myself, whose armament had belter be described 
In case of the advisability of (uluro reference In (he event of a mem¬ 
ber of tbe civil service being hereafter called upon to carry out tbe 
important duty of ridding a distric' of destructive wild beasts. These 
then consisted of wuaponf.. as fullows; 1 elephant rifle. 3 calibre, weight 
IK lbs.. 1 ducking gun 5 calibre, weight Id Ibc.: 2 breech-loading rifles 
each 12 calibre, weight, each, 12 ibs. Of these i persunally carried the 
two last named pieces, having been informed by the military officers 

K revloa!>ly named that the •inm labi»Uii4 ie of a somewhat roving 
abU. and that it tberefora bebuoved mu to be prepared for an attack at 
any moment. Nothing but such a consideration would have Induced 
me to sustain tbe laborious effort of carrying such a weight of metal, 
which may I trust, bo acoupiud as yet Huoiher proof of my zeal in the 
public service. In addition to (be heavier weapons. 1 boretwo revolver 
pistols to the Bceoe of action, and, at the suggestion of the military, I 
completed my outfit by tbe addition of a sword of cavalry regulation 
pattern (received from the military arsenal under civil indent No. 2U0I 
of tbe 27th inst.), and a e tvteau dr cheuse or bunting knife. 

Due deliberation with my (nfUiary attendants, who possess great rep¬ 
utations as hunters of large game, induced me lo direct tbe attendance 
of two Tom Tom men, or native druminorv, whose barbaric music was 
stated to be certain to exercise an lovlgorai Ing effect on my native fui- 
lowing during tbe comlcg ungsgement, and (nere two musicians im¬ 
mediately succeeded my person in tbe cavalcaue. Tbe fact of the ex- 
bllaratlog influence of the TomTom on tbe native disposition may 
without question be auiboritattvely placed on recurd its effeoU on my 
burse, a native, having io uur passage by (be barracks of tbe 3Slb, 
where a great crowd of officers and soldiers bad crilected to witness 
our departure, been marked to a degree that made dignifled equestrtau- 
ism somewhat of an Impossibility, and which, bad it not been (or the 
exertions of the villagers, who carried my spare arms at each side of 
luy quadruped, woulo, loaded as I was, have rendered the tenure of my 
sadme precarious. 

To the Turn Toms encceeded my office reous(narginally noted above, 
each thoroughly armecl with a club or bludgeon, and the rear of the 
expedition was brongbi op by tbe military officers, each armed with 
that rifle koown as an express, and accompauied by a survant bearing 
large snpplle-* of stimulating beverages. 

(Jur march led for some miles through a jungle of date trees ( Phifft'X 
Daciyl /era Linn) until it brought ns to some rocky bills c >vered with 
scrubby brush. At thispoiut ii became nei essary to dismount in order 
to climb the hill to a rocky ledxe about half way up, in which it was 
stated that the bear had taken residence. 

Tbe hour of conflict having arrived. I now assumed a more direct 
control of affsirs, and though no one Is mure aware than I am that it is 
beiieath tbe dignity of the civil service to tie guided or directed by the 
practices which obtain amougiit tbe military, 1 came lo the cooclusiuu 
that a modified adaptation of the principles I bad observed carried out 
on the Jamandjellybad parade ground In the pre-eocc of an linugiuary 
foe might be that mosiottiug tu the occasion. 

Holding, therefore, a conncil of war, or rather of the at^rvicee. and 
finding ibai tbe honor of direct attack was duly and decorously con- 
cedi^ me. I caused tbe military officers to asHome the duties of flank¬ 
ers. wbeu supported by tbe maiD body In tbeshape of Peons, drammers 
and guQ-bearere, 1 personally rauved directly on tbe cleft of the rock 
which I was informed waa the den affected by the bear. 

A rallguing climb landed me on a narrow ledge, which was ended by 
a wall or solid rock over which no animal couid oscaue. Close to 
this, and at a distance of about twenty paces from me, 1 diacovered the 
object of my search. Io my opinion he was asleep, or gorged with 
prey, as be remained motionless uutil 1 opened fire. His apathy, how¬ 
ever, gave place at the first discharee to his native ferocity, and 
though ho for some time, during which T was pouring bullets into him, 
appeared to be attempiing to regain bis den. he shortly altered bis de¬ 
termination. and with appalling roars charged down upon me who 
barred his only line of retreat lo the jungle. 

Up to tbla I bad received no help from tbe military officers, who In 
the whole conflict appear io have acted in a manner which etulUflea 
their previous sporting repuistion, and ( confuMo that at ibis moment i 
anxiously looked for toeir assistance. My gun bearers are rotated by my 
Peons to have basely deserted the field at tbe commencement of my 
firing and their fright waa no doubt contagions to the Peons themselveti 
anti to the Tom Tom men. as they alen bad all disappeared. Judge, 
therefore, air. of the perl! my t^ense of duty had led me into when! 
DOW found myself alone and facu to face with the infuriated monster. 

I cannot deny that ■ feeling of despair came over me when a thought 
of tbe vast arrears of correspondence that would accumulate in my 
cutcherry in the event of tny death or mutilstion flashed through my 
mind, but a sense of tbe dignity of the covensuted upheld mo ontll 
a momeot later when tbe monster, checking ilia charge, upreared bis 
vast height, estimated by me (o be twelve feet six inches, and thereby 
gave me time fora nionient of lightning-like reflection, which inspired 
me with a donbt whether he had not more prescriptive right to 
this parlicuhir ledge of his native jungle than I had. The question 
being mentally answered by me Id tbe affirmative,! turned tocalcu- 
late Hie space between me and the ground below tbe ledge, during 
which process of mensuratioD, tbe animal mast have attacked me from 
behind, as when I recovered from a temporary fit of oncoDscionsnees, 

I discovered myself perched In (he branches of a prickly mimosa Uea 
(Baubul Kautaferata Lino) whose thorns had wrought terrible havoc 
with roy person and apparel, and in which 1 could only have arrived by 
a vigorous leap or thrust from tbe rock above. 

I deem it providential that the bear did not follow up his ferocious 
designs upon me. but disappeared during my iDdispositlon, and I am 
convinced that the accuracy of my aim has ensured his speedv demise. 

The rallliary officers, who shortly afterwards appeared, assisted me 
from my onpleasant situation, in doing which tney. I regret to state, 
displayed a most disrespectful h vlty. My Peons also tihortly reported 
themselves, when I immediately held an opeu-air court of justice and 
aentenced each to pay to the state a fine or rupees 5 for the offense « f 
qaltting his occopation without giving due notice lo his employer 
(Indian penal code vol. 7, section 834. p. p. 408-9). Tbe total amount of 

fines levied, (rupees 15). will be duly credited ill the abstract (or tbe 

coming month. 

1 regret that, lo its leolence, the code contoine no provisions which 
would have empowered me lo inflict a ponisbment on tbe army officers 
whose desertion of. or fallnre to render aaslstance to me, might have 
lost to the sute the services of one of its covenanted civil offidali. 

Bxamluation disclosed the complete destruction of the binder parts 
of my nether garments, the value of which I have accordingly debited 
to the government, a voucher of their original cost and a certificate 
their having been “expended in the public service” are (marked Y A Z 
respectively) herewith appended- , , . 

The mlUury officers engaged have forwarded meaclalm for compep- 
salion for their services and expenses, the latter being mainly for fluid 
rufreshmenls, hut as pointed out by me lu a docketed memo, of this 
date, directed to them, I hold that tbe milllary are liable on the prin¬ 
ciple of tbe‘posse rommllatue.” to be called upon at any time and 
place in support of the civil power. I have rejected their appilcation. 

Morally convinced as I am of the death of the bear, tbe amount of 
bis head money (rupees 10) will, therefore, be saved to the government , 
and it will be noted that by the addition of the amount of fines levied 
(mpees 15) to ibis and dednctlng the valne of the stores expended (1, p t

TboComintaaloner waanot only a cloyer man md a gentloman, 
but a thorough aportaman to boot, and the official wigging and 
prlTate rotating which M’Wallah received In anawer to the fore¬ 
going, did much to reduce hla overweening vanity and to put him 
Into the right groovea, both aa to the proaecutlon of bin aoclal 
relatlona, and to hla acquirement of the rudimenta of a jungle 
education. It waa long, however, before he would apeak to the 
two cometa, and atlll longer before he would paaa Ellaha at any¬ 
thing lean than a gallop. 

During Ibe hours of ebsgrin which followed bis exploit, be took 
much refuge In feminine aympathy, a atock of which commodity 
Mia. Mango kept ready bottled for hla ae'rvlce, and to Rex a great 
diaguat moat of the clvlllan’a time waa apent at her bouae. Hla 
jealouay waa aomewhat leaaened by the advent of the hot weather 


fruition. When, however, all hla hopea were darkened and there 
seemed to be no allver lining to hla cloud evenU tranapired of 
which we perhapa had better hear In Rex’a own worda. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Chrlatmaa eve, three yeara afterwarda, found a crowded tobacco 
parliament aaaembled In the Beecbwood amoking room. Moat of 
thoae preaent had aerved with Rex In the land of the aun, and 
quite a aprlnkllng of Jamandjellybad facea loomed through the 
denac volumea which filled the room. Talea of deeda In Indian 
field and foreat came thick on one another, battlea were fought 
once more, paat firat-apeara aa eagerly claimed aa when juat won, 
and an orlenUl aportlng Babel reigned aupreme. Twelve o’clock 
had already atruck when Sir Rex waa reminded by one of hla 
quondam companlona, who had left the Eaat aome montha before 
him, that he had yet to keep a promlae of deacrlblng hla laat daya 
at Jamandjellybad.

rebel agalnat hla wlfe’a decreea or Interfere with her projecta. Be 
acknowledged the weakneaa of hla character In compariaon with 
here, but, in palliation of hla deference to her determination, he 
pointed out the hardablpa that Clara would have to face if ahe 
married me, altuated aa I waa.

It waa quite clear to me that nothing I could 
say or do could poealbly stir the Ocneral up to opposition to his 
wife, and so I was hopeleas of but good remit tn the Immediate 
present Mrs. Mango being luckily out at the time, the General 
allowed ms a quarter of an hour’s Interview with Clara, at which 
despite the aspect of affairs, wo renewed onr vowa of love and 
fidelity. Two days later, I started with HoraeSeeh and Bhrapnell, 
of the Artillery, for the jungles. 


when M’Wallah took leave for a couple of months, which ha 
apent In the jungle, shooting In company with a brace of tyros 
about equal In woodcraft to himself, but with whom he managed 
to leam the difference between tame and wild bears and to bring 
three or four panthers and a tiger to book. 

Even dnring his absence Rex could not break through Mrs. 
Mango's watch so as to get a word with Clara, whom he saw but 
oc^sadonally. M'Wallah’s return was the signal tor still further 
boms confinement for her, so that at length Rex became the victim 
of despair, and In place of being, as of yore, the life and soul of 
the Sfith, he drifted Into the mc^lest being In its ranks. The 
cold season, always one of gaiety In India, when balls, picnics 
and parties generally bring ^1 the residents of a station together, 
brought no relief to him.

It eventu¬ 
ally transpired, had bullied the poor girl Into the promise by little 
sbort of physical violence), and that aa Mrs. Mango expressed the 
greatest aversion not only to the match, but to me personally as 
well, he could hold out no hope to me whatever. Shocked at my 
distress, the kjnd-hearted old confessed thst )|e dared not 


“As usual, Shrapnell’s arrangements were perfect, and though 
it was the beginning of the cold season and we therefore could 
not expect a big bag, we managed to pot over twenty tigers and 
shot enough bears to carpet a good-sized bouse, but as you may 
ima^ne I bad but little heart for even the best of sport, and to¬ 
wards the end fairly wearied for the expiration of my loav^ so 
that I might get back and face the worst. 

“At length but a single day remained when, on the night before 
we were due In Barracks, we found our camp pitched at a place 
called Cheralla, only ten miles from the station. Here we heard 
a rumor that the Casera man-eating tigress had once again ap- 
p«u«d. Ton no doubt remember what a devil she bad been In 
previous years, and how she was credited with over a hundred 
human victims. We had been barely ten minutes In camp before 
the vlUagers began to fiock In, all bent on giving the latest ac¬ 
count of her ravages, which had been worse about them than _ 
anywhere. It seemed that she had first re-appeared a few days 
only after we had set out, and that since then she had destroyed 
over twenty people. Her voracity and conning were said to be, 
if possible, greater than In former years, and her present nsiM 
pracUoe was stated to be to wait about a village till soipe of the 
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women went to the neareet tank or well for water when ahe would 
ponnce out of a neighboring bueh and carry one off. She had 
taken a few herd boye looking after cattle^ but wae only known 
to have attacked one man, a woodcutter who had belonged to tble 
village. Hie brother wae brought before ue end he related that 
they had been working cloee together; he had heard ble brother 
euddenly call for help, and turning round had eeeo him face a 
tiger crouched clone to him, and which muet have eUlked him 
from Bome dletance; he declared that hie brother had ruahed at 
the animal and etruck It over the head with hie axe, after which 
It eprang upon him; and the vlllagere added that there was blood 
on the head of the axe when they found It next day at the scene 
of the tragedy. These acta had been committed at some distance 
from each other, but It was certain that they were all due to the 
same animal, as the marks on each victim showed that at some 
time or other It had lost a fang from the upper Jaw. 

“Shrapnell was looked upon by the natives as a very Nimrod, 
and as you know they siso considered me to be a great shikaree, 
so we were not surprised when they offered to turn out for us 
m moMt for as long as we pleased. If we would only undertake 
the task of ridding the district of the brute. Their earnest ap¬ 
peals and the many signs of mourning smongst them were hardly 
oecesft&ry to ItiOlucc ufl to promise them to return as soon as poa- 
slble; fo telling them where to tie up a numberof calVesand young 
buffalo In case she should be hungry that evening, we dismissed 
tgem rejoicing to their houses, and ourselves spent the evening In 
anxious consultation with our shikarees ss to the beat means of 
circumventing so wary s customer. 

“Dawn next morning saw us cantering, spear in hand, for the 
sUtlon, 00 our rosd to which It was possible we might come 
across pig, aod we bad arrived within s couple of miles of the 
cantonment when we beard a horse comlog up at furious speed 
from behind. On Its rider, a half-caste named Phillips, over¬ 
taking us, he reined up, burst Into tears, and begged us for God’s 


the tigress had slunk beyond springing distance, and then two of 
us dismounted, raised the poor lad and bore him to the bouse. 
Strange to say, he was not dead, which was accounted for, when 
examination proved that the tigress had not struck him with the 
paw but had knocked him over by her weight alone. Whilst 
stripping off hta clothes, however, we saw bis death warrant In 
the blood and froth that were forced at each breath from hla chest 
and back, and all doubt of the perpetrator was removed wheo 
we saw her sign manual—the wanting fang—apparent. 

“Brandy revived the dying men enough to enable him to tell 
us that after she had knocked him down the tigress seised his 
right side In her mouth and gave him one sickening crunch, 
after which ahe tossed him to and fro In the grass, playing with 
him as a catdoes with a mouse, till he fainted. _ Unconsclouaneas 
soon returned, and he died about an hour after^we got him to the 
bonse. 

“Independent of the usual desire to destroy s man-eater, and 
above all, such an Incarnate flend as this tigress had proved her¬ 
self to be for many years, there was something so Insolent In the 
perpetration of this murder that not only called upon every sport¬ 
ing instinct to slay her, but which also appealed to our very man¬ 
hood to bring her to a reckoning for homicide perpetrated almost 
before our eyes, and as we turned from the corpse Shrapnell and 
I both registered a vow to leave no stone unturned until we were 
quits with her feline majesty of Cssera. Discussion on the best 
plan of campaign occupied our ride to the station, where our 
news put the last touch to the furort for the man-eater's destruc¬ 
tion, already enterUlned by even the least sporting members of 
the community. 

“Amongst the letters accumulated during my absence was one 
from Sir Giles, acquainting me of ray cousin’s serious Illness, to 
which, however, my anxiety to see Clara and to discover Mrs. 
Mango’s plana prevented me from paying very much attention. 
Within an hour of my return garrulous friends In giving me the 


near which the beast Is likely to pass, being preferred; but the 
country all round the scene of the previous day’s catastrophe was 
an Immense, open plain covered with what la known as “Rum- 
nab’’ grass, nearly six feet In height, which necessitated the use 
of elephants In order that shooters might see their object whether 
In the charge or whilst attempting to escape. Shrapnell had 
therefore Indented for half a dozen of tbe huge beasts, on which 
we proceeded to stow ourselves and nearly a dozen younger 
sportsmen who bad begged to be allowed to go with us. On 
reaching the spot where Phillips had been killed, line was formed 
aod a regular beat commenced. No traces of the tigress were 
found until we came to a nearly dry tank or pool where recent 
marks of her pugs were clearly visible. The bund or dam of 
this tank was fringed with date and custard apple trees, whither 
the pugs seemed to point; and Shrapnell, who had taken charge 
of the beat, wheeled the line towards it, at tbe same time (as 
the bund measured scarcely fifty yards In length) closing us 
to an interval of barely ten yards apart. Before we reached It 
the uneasiness of the elephants, nearly all of whom were venting 
the short, sharp trumpet peculiar to them In the presence of a 
tiger or such like, warned us that the fight was about to begin, 
and as we descended the reverse slope, so strong was the scent 
that most of the mahouts had all their work cut out to keep 
their charges In line. The scrub, however, was drawn blank 
after all, and It was with curses at, what I may call, the false 
points of the huge animals that we obeyed Shrapnell’s orders to 
still further reduce our Intervals and to beat the bund over again 
In a direction at right angles to our previous course. The ele¬ 
phants seemed silll less Inclined to cuter the brush than before, 
and my own In particular was so unsteady that suspecting that, 
as la frequently the case, nervousness on the part of my mahout 
was the mainspring of the beast’s cowardice, I expended 
much objurgation and some blows on the former before I could 
make him keep his dressing. We had carefully beaten about 
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sake to return with him and recover the body of his brother who | 
had been killed five minutes before by s tiger. All the sUtlon 
knew the Phillipses as respectable, worthy young fellows who 
had shortly before ventured on the experiment of sUrtlng a farm 
In the European fashion at some three miles distance from bar¬ 
racks, and the Idea that the tigress, for we never doubted It wee 
her work, had dared such an act so close to a large garrison, fairly 
made my blood boll with rage. 

“Whilst galloping back with him, young Phillips told us that 
his brother hsd missed his old white horse about half an hour 
previously, end had gone to a clump of custard-apple trees, some 
two hundred yards In front of the house, to see If It had strayed 
there. Whilst watching his brother from the verandah he sud¬ 
denly heard a roar, saw a streak of yellow fur hound through 
tbe air and on to his brother aod knew that a tiger had Uken 
him- He bad no fire-arms, so after calling to his brother to see 
If he was alive, and with some slight hopes that his voice might 
possibly scare away tbe tiger, he mounted hla horse and galloped 
off for help, which he was lucky enough to find In ue so close at 
hand. Ills entreaties to us for Immediate action were piteous 
In the extreme, but any useful Interference on onr part seemed 
almost Impossible. We couldn't doubt that It was the man-eat¬ 
er’s work; we had not even a pistol amongst us, the grssa round 
the place wsa quite five feet high, and we were thoroughly aware 
of the fearful danger of meddling with the fresh killed quarry 
of a tiger. Bometbing, however, had to be attempted, and a few 
hasty words decided us as to what was best. Ascertaining as 
near as po.slble from Phillips the exact spot where bis brother 
bad been struck down, we formed line and, yelling like demons, 
charged down on It at racing pace. Passing the body st full 
speed we quartered the ground for two or three hundred yards 
in every direction in the same manner, eo as to make sure that 


gup (gossip) of the station, declared that the engagement between 
Miss Mango and M’Wallah was an acknowledged fact; a piece of 
Information enough to drive a hundred cousins out of my bead. 
It was stated that Clara bad hardly left the house for the last six 
or seven weeks, so I could not even hear how she looked, and 
fearing the worst for our hopes 1 hurried off to pay the formal 
call on the General Invariable on return from leave of absence. 
This, too, afforded me no consolation. I was shown Into his 
sanctum, from whence I could hear the fluent gabble of M’Wallah 
In the adjoining drawing room, to which no bint could procure 
mo admittance. A point blank reference to the rumors of Clara’s 
engagement, elicited an answer from the General that he had no 
doubt such was, or was about to be, the case, and that he should 
not withhold bis consent to the match; and he reminded me that 
I had, two months before, accepted what was vlrlnally a dismis¬ 
sal of my suit. A straightforward request for an Interview with 
hla daughter was bluntly refused on the score of the psln It would 
give her; and as the General politely bowed me out, I felt that all 
was over, and that for me there was no farther salt In existence. 

“Mess had no attractions for me thst night, which I spent In al¬ 
ternate rsillngs at Mrs. Mango and M'Wallah, and In the con¬ 
sideration of how beat to ensure the destruction of the Cssera 
tigress. In which task I confess that 1 occislonally half hoped 
I might meet thst death which under present circumstances would 
be almost a relief to me. 

“Daybreak found Shrapnell at my bungalow with the informa¬ 
tion that the general had ordered leave of absence to be given 
each and every officer who chose to look up the rosn-ester. In 
view to whose destruction he had also ordered all the commissar 
riat elephants to be placed at pnbllc disposal. 

“You will remember that tiger shooting In Southern India Is 
seldom carried on from elephants, positions In trees or on rocks, 


half tbe length of the bund when Shrapnell’s elephant, an old 
cow accustomed to nothing more savage than a coinmlssarlat 
mule, burst Into a frantic trumpeting which ahe kept up for a 
moment or two, when suddenly turning round she bolted, Just 
as the tigress emerged with a roar, literally from under her belly, 
and both started across country In opposite directions. 

“As you know, no man ever made a pot shot from a moving 
elephant, and of course Shrapnell’s aim was thrown out, whilst 
the rest of us were so close together and our workaday elephants 
so unsteady that though we opened a perfect fusllade on tbe 
tigress, she made good her point for the open and, apparently 
unharmed, steered for tbe nearest bills. 

“If any of the youngsters with us had entertained any doubts as 
to the animal’s vice, they were speedily set at rest by the follow¬ 
ing exhibition: 

^‘Shrapnell, I, and I bejleve moat good sportsmen, made It s cus¬ 
tomary practice never to fire at a tiger at over a distance of one 
hundred yards, by reason of tbe very little chance of Inflicting a 
speedily mortal wound at anything over that range, and still 
more of the grestly enhanced ferocity of a tiger after he Is 
wounded, which la generally vented upon some unfortunate devil 
of an unarmed beater; but on the present occasion the bulk of 
the party being of a decidedly amateur composition, and the 
tigress In full view In the open, dropping shota bad followed her 
for perhaps four hundred yards. At thst distance she fell Into 
BO leisurely a pace that we were In hopes of her soon coming to 
s bait, and cease firing In consequence became the order of the 

^’As often happens, a native, who proved to be a horse-keeper 
of Shrspnell’s, had shout then made np his mind to Join the line 
of elephants and see the fun; he knew that when he got there 
he would be taken up on a pad or bowdah, hut never calculated

the danger of trying to reach it. He waa, perhaps, half a mile,in 
rear of the line when the tigress broke, and at least half that 
dtsUnce from the course she was steering when the last shot waa 
fired at her. She doubtless caught sight of him In the last bound 
that she took In the high grass, as an Instantaneous change took 
place In her manner; Instead of the long, easy gallop with tall 
down, pricked ears, and lowered head, she suddenly swerved at 
almost right angles from her course, her head and ull went up, 
her ears lay back on her head like those of a vicious cat, and In 
plain Bight of US all she charged at terrific speed down on the un¬ 
suspecting man. A perfect storm of shouts and volley of bullets 
greeted the change in her plans, hut with no lota of effect as, de¬ 
spite all we could do or pray, her charge was persevered In till 
made good, and a corpse, with the skull crushed in like an egg 
shell by a single blow, and limbs Just quivering In death was the 
P. P. C. we found left by the tigress In return for the more cere¬ 
monious call we had paid her In her own quarters. But one blow 
bad been struck, which was all too sulilclent, and as the surround¬ 
ing grass showed no trace whatever of her blood we were forced 
to the conclusion that she hail esceped quite scathless from our 
bullets, and that therefore pure deviltry alone had Instigated her 
to this man’s death. 

vsAfter this deed of warning or vengeance she seemed, strange 
to say, to have melted Into thin air. The long grass left no 
trace of her passage, and whether It waa that we were all too 
absorbed In watching the tragedy to follow her after It with our 
eyes, or whether she then altered her tactics and slunk sway on 
her belly so as to be Invisible In the high grass, I cannot say, but 
anyhow she bad utterly disappeared. Collecting the elephants 
on a rocky hlU we mounted our horses, which as usual had fol¬ 
lowed us as far as safety would allow, and lit the grass all round 
a circle of nearly a mile’s radius from where we last saw her, 
but she never broke through the line of fire, nor did our subse¬ 
quent close eiaminatlon of the burnt circumference show any 
trace of her having crossed It; whilst the Inside of the circle 
was so cleared by the fire that a rapid search was enough to con¬ 
vince us that she bad not perished In the Haines. 

“Foiled In every ifiay we at length returned to our quarters 
where we beard nothing more of her till on Christmas eve, which 
was three days later, a villager brought me the news that on the 
previous evening she had killed a woman at a hamlet called 
Shamlerpett, some seven miles off on the opposite side of the 
station. 

“A settlement with her having now become quite a point of 
honor, as well as a matter of paramount necessity for the protec¬ 
tion of the unarmed Inhabitants of the neighboring villages, 
nearly every one In the cantonment proposed to take a band In 
the game whenever It should come off; but knowing how diffi¬ 
cult It is to keep a lot of men quiet, and In proper order In the 
jungle, and also how the mere fact of there being a number of 
men present would prevent many an otherwise favorable shot 
from being taken, I ordered the man that brought the news to 
keep it strictly to himself, and handing him over to my servants 
with positive orders that no opportunity of blabbing should be 
given him, I went over to Shrapnell’s bungalow to make arrauge- 
meuts for meeting her on the morrow. We both knew the 
ground about Shamlerpett by heart, and as the villager bad told 
me that, after killing the woman there, ihe tigress had been 
plainly tracked towards a deep, rocky corrle In the bills north 
of the place, we felt sure that we had at last got her Into a fli 
from which she could not escape without fighting. 

“The sides of this corrle were sheer rock, up which not even a 
monkey could climb; It waa narrow at the gorge, expanding to 
half a mile’s breadth in the middle, and though nearly a mile 
long we were certain that it contained but a single cave. In which 
we had no doubt that the tigress was then lying. It was too 
late to do anything that day so that our leading object became 
that of preventing the animal's escape from the corrle during the 
night. This put us In somewhat of a fix, as we knew that shg 
bad inspired the villagers with such a deadly fear of her that 
unless kept well under command they would. Instead of keeping 
watch through the night, return to. their homes at the earliest 
possible opportunity. We, therefore, decided to take Trevor, of 
the native cavalry, who was a shikaree of the very highest repu¬ 
tation, Into our councils. He jumped at the chance of joining 
In our hunt, and approved of our plans, for the due fructification 
of which he detailed us the half dozen of his troopers that we 
needed. These men we placed under the orders of Motee Khan, 
a .Mussulman trumpeter, whose greatest pleasure for years had 
been found In being allowed to accompany his officers when large 
game shooting. His orders were to immediately collect as many 
beaters as possible, and to post them In double or even treble 
line right across the neck of the corrle; he waa also told to col¬ 
lect enough brush and firewood to keep up a cordon of fire across 
the gorge throughout the night, during which he was to see that 
a never-ceasing noise of tom-tora8,colery horns, shouts and blank 
ammunition was to be continued until our arrival at about nine 
o’clock next morning. Having explained this thoroughly, we 
dismissed him, highly elated at his selection, to hla duties. As a 
rule, I never shot on Sundays or sneh days as Christmas, but I 
thought that no day could be too sacred for such a work of 
mercy as this so, promising each other silence, we separated to 
make our preparations for a novel method of keeping Yule. 
These Included a plentiful supply of bomba and rockets, with 
which to make the cave untenable in case the tigress should think 
discretion the better part of valor and decide to remain In hiding. 
Servants, guns and rifles were sent on betimes next morning 
and after breakfast a pleasant canter brought us to the spot 
where Motee Kban reported tliat our orders had been rigidly 
carried out, and pledged his head that the tigress had not broken 
away since he mounted sentry over the corrle. To our great 
disgust, however, we learnt that the Potall, or head mao of the 
village, had thought It his duty to acquaint M'Wallah of the 
presence of the man-eater, and that the civilian having resolved 
to tackle her himself, waa expected there every moment. 

“Hurry our preparations as we did, they were not complete be¬ 
fore up came M'Wallah, and my heart was filled with bitterness 
when I saw that he was accompanied by tbe General and Clara. 
The party were on elephants; old Mango and his daughter having 
a celebrated animal named Qholab, which the Nawab of the 
neighboring native city had lent them. The General Informed 
roe that whilst dining ab his house on the previous evening 
M’Wallah bad expressed his determination to once and for all 
acquire an enviable sporting fame by cdping with this notorioua 
tigress single handed, and some recollection of his own past 
deeds must have flashed through the old man’s mind, as he then 
and there Insisted on accompanying him. Clara, who I had not 
seen fur two months, and whose pale looks and delicate appear¬ 
ance told of tbe persecution her mother must have subjected her 
to, had earnestly begged to be allowed to go as well, feeling, as 
sbe afterwards told me an absolute conviction that In some way or 
other her whole fate hung on tbe events of the day. My own 
Impression Is that she thought her presence would restrain her 
father, now practically her only friend, from getting into danger; 
but whatever the cause may have actually been. It remains that 
refusal only made her more Importunate till at length It was 
decided that father and daughter should witness M’Wallab’s 
doings from the back of Obolab, who was known to be thoroughly 
staunch, and who was to be placed at such a distance from tbe 
scene of hostilities as to leave them In perfect safety. 
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M'Wallah, between whom and myself but tbe scantiest courtesies 
were passed, was going to shoot from his elephant; we, on tbe 
contrary, bad decided to beat on foot up to the cave, and, falling 
our finding the tigress In the open, to avail ourselves of some 
low rocks close to the den from which we could throw our rockets 
Into Its Interior. His coming enabled us to carry out our plan 
more thoroughly than we could otherwise have done, as the ground 
on the left, through which we directed him to beat, waa covered 
with brush too high for shooting except from a howdah. As his 
ponderous charger was crashing through, this we marched very 
slowly, with rifles at full cock, up tbe more open ground on the 
right to the den. The troopers had all volunteered to accompany 
us, but we allowed only two of them Into the corrle. They with 
Trevor's shekarce carried our spare rifles and were the only 
natives who we permitted to accompany us. We placed the Gen¬ 
eral’s elephant on a high slab of rock just Inside the corrle from 
which every part of the proceedings would be visible. 

“Pugs were not wanting to convince us that the object of our 
search had headed for tbe cave close op to the entrance of 
which we tracked her, and we accordingly fell back upon the plan 
we had previously decided on. Signing to M’Wallah to take post 
about 200 yards from It and In a straight line for the mouth of 
the corrle, Shrapnell hoisted himself on to a rock a little In front 
and to the right of the den, whilst I did the same on Its left; to 
Trevor had fallen the lot of making a slight detour and climbing 
on to a rock just over the cave Itself. It is needless to say that 
all this was done in dead silence, and that only one man took 
post at a time whilst the other two covered bis motions with 
rifles held ready to tbe shoulder. 

“After a moment’s pause for breath Trevor lit his first bomb, 
whilst our gun carriers did the same by rockets, and the throe 
fireworks went hissing Into tbe den together. A roar replied 
which gladdened our hearts, for by It we knew that the long- 
deferred hour of retaliation had arrived, and that the man-eater 
was at length our own. A second and third discharge of fireworks 
failed to force the game out, and a fourth was In preparation 
when, with au ear-splitting roar, out bounded a tiger which 
almost touched Shrapnell In Its leap from Its hiding place. It 
had evidently made up Its mind as to the nature of the gauntlet 
it had to run, as It never faltered or deviated from the course It 
started on, which was direct for the corrle’s mouth; this once 
passed, would give It free egress to the open country beyond. 
Three snap-shots from us failed to give the brute the slightest 
check, for, galloping like a race horse. It took a line about fifty 
yards to the left of where M’Wallah waa posted, and It seemed 
SB If our longed-for prey waa once more about to.escape us. Our 
second barrels were no more effectual than the first, and were 
Indeed fired more mechanically than In any hopes of bitting such 
a mark as the flying beast presented. M’Wallah was our only 
hope, and our confidence In him of the smallest; he, however, 
proved more than equal to the occasion, for just as the animal 
waa fairly broadside on to him be raised his rifle, and as Its voice 
rang out we saw the tiger’s whole form Instantaneously collapse; 
two rolls, bead over heels, just like a stricken rabbit, and he lay 
stretched In death within thirty Jeet of the spot where the tsul 
bullet reached him. 

“Such a ‘whoo whoop’ as woke the echoes of tbe corrle had 
never been heard In Shamlerpett before, and, hastily leaving our 
positions, we gathered round the carcass to find, to our amaze¬ 
ment, that It was that of a young male of a darker color and 
altogether larger than the man-eater for whom we were searching. 

A sportsman's generous appreciation of the performance for the 
moment overcame my repugnance to M’Wallah, who I warmly 
congratulated on his unlooked-for skill and coolness. Tbe Gen¬ 
eral came hurrying up and also was loud in his expressions of 
approval, whilst even Clara seemed at this, her first sight of a 
tiger, to wake for a moment from the lethargic state into which 
she appeared to be drifting. The shot was the most fatal known 
to tiger-slayers, the bullet having gone right through the neck, 
dividing tbe vertebrae In Its passage. Before long the natives, 
who had collected from miles around, thronged into the corrle 
and, the wish being father to tbe thought, refused to doubt that 
the beast now prone before them was veritably the man-eater who 
had so long harried their herds and homes. 

"Calling tbe Potall aside, we three proceeded to cross-question 
him as to tbe animal who had killed tbe woman, and as to bow 
far It had been tracked toward the corrle. His answers thor¬ 
oughly satisfied us that tbe deed was that of the Casera tigress, the 
missing fang having been wanting In tbe marks on tbe body; and 
we therefore resolved to go around the edges of the corrle and see 
If there were any paths or ledges by which shecould possibly have 
climbed up and escaped. Taking a few villagers, we sUrted 
with this object, Shrapnell and Trevor taking the left whilst I 
was to examine the right-band edge. We had to repaaa the 
mouth before we could climb the sides of the corrle, so steeply did 
they rise, and in It we left the bulk of the party, clustered round 
the dead tiger. I had got about half way round, when au awful 
roar and a succession of blood-curdling shrieks burst upon my 
ear. Rapidly turning to the corrle, I was In time to see a tiger 
strike down M’Wallah. like a bundle of rags, and with roars of 
rage, and head and tall In air, charge down on tbe general’s 
elephant. Old Qholab stood the attack nobly, though the tiger 
sprang on bis head, to which It hung with Its fore claws, whilst 
the hinder ones were busy lacerating his trunk. 

“The general tried In vain to reach his rifle, which. In the 
shaking Incident to the struggle, had fallen from the back seat on 
to tbe Boor of tbe howdah, and was in consequence utterly unable 
to second Gbolab’s furious endeavors to free himself from his 
unwelcome parasite. At length, maddened with pain and rage, 
and blinded by the blood which poured from its wounded forehead, 
tbe elephant threw himself on his knees, with the object of im¬ 
paling the tigress on his tusks. 

“Some of you may not know that of all the dangers Incidental 
to tiger shooting, those attending the use of what Is called a 
fighting elephant are perhaps the greatest. No aim can possibly 
be taken from tbe back of a brute rushing to meet his enemy, 
and the occupants of tbe howdah will almost to a certainty be 
thrown out, almost on the top of tbe tiger, as the huge animal 
lowers his head or falls on bis knees. In his attempts to get to 
close quarters. Even If be does manage to run his tusks through 
or kill his foe, the elepbaut’s fury has, as a rule, become so blind 
and Indiscriminate as to resemble madness, and be will trample on, 
knead and destroy everything animate that he can get within bis 
reach. Gholab’s fury threatened a catastrophe of this nature; plung¬ 
ing madly forward, he almost threw a somersault In his endeavor to 
press the tigress to the earth, and to my horror I saw Clara and her 
father hurled with fearful violence from the howdah to the 
sheet-rock below, on which they both lay motionless. The 
mahout was thrown from tbe animal’s neck, but did not appear 
much hurt, as be crawled away behind the struggling beasts and 
bid himself In tbe bushes. Tbe huge animal again and again 
strove to bury bis tusks In tbe solid rock. In bis efforts to destroy 
his antagonist, till satisfied at length that his victory was accom¬ 
plished, he arose to his feet, and trumpeting wildly, rushed from 
the corrle. Unluckily, neither of his tusks bad touched tbe 
tigress, who, by clinging to his trunk, had escaped all Injury but 
a shaking. This, of course, I was Ignorant of, until, whilst run¬ 
ning at a pace I shall never again be capable of, I was a few 
seconds later horrified to see signs of returning life In her. 'These 
came on so fast that 1 knew It would be Impossible tor me to arrive 


in time to prevents fearful tragedy. Picture my feelings, as I felt 
my helplessness, whilst I saw the devilish setting backofjthe ears, 
the side to side vlbratlq^of her tall (always the precursor of mis¬ 
chief) as In recovering her wind she slowly turned toward the 
unconscious form close to her. No gleam of pity was to be ex¬ 
pected from her; no hope that what she bad lately passed through 
would lead her to forego fresh slaughter by escaping; fiend In¬ 
carnate that sbe was, her every motion more and more convinced 
me that vice and vice alone was the very essence of her being, 
and vengeance her Immediate object. A good six hundred yards 
were between my darling and me, in whom lay the only hope of 
her salvation, whilst but a dozen feet was all that separated her 
from the she devil, whose manifest delight In the contemplation 
of her victims was the sole cause that prevented her from Imme¬ 
diately consummating her revenge. 

“Flashing through my brain, as these thoughts did. In a tithe of 
the time that It takes to tell them, they ceased only with the 
recollection that In Immediate actlou lay the only hope of safety. 
Raising the sights of my trusty Daw, and praying, as I believe 
never man prayed before, that the maker’s praises of the weapon 
were not exaggerated, I fired. The shell (you will remember my 
belief In the superiority of explosive bullets In the open) struck 
tbe rock just over the head of the tigress, and her devilish tem¬ 
per was again displayed, as In a fury at an Interruption she could 
not understand, she arose on her hind legs and savagely clawed 
at tbe little column of smoke, as It floated off Into tbe surrounding 
air. My second barrel bad thus a better mark, and It was with an 
almost overpowering sense of relief that, as with my whole soul, 

I watched tbe result. I saw her sink back on her rump, as If 
electrified. The Instant paralysis of her hind quarters, together 
with the upright position of her fore legs, told me plainly that by 
a lucky chance I bad chinked her spine, and that she was now as 
powerless of turther evil deeds as of motion. Hit In almost any 
other place, she would likely have retained enough vitality to wreak 
a redoubled vengeance on the group before her, but now I knew 
that, all writhing In pain and Impotent fury, as she lay, her last 
Inch waa traveled, and her power of destruction had gone from her 
forever. Further firing at such a range would have only jeopar¬ 
dized my love, so, breathing thanksgiving for the mercy, and with 
a heart as light as air itself, X raced around the edge and once 
more entered the corrle. A few of the villagers gathered courage, 
and following me at a respectful distance, waited to see the exe¬ 
cution of their foe. Certain as I hud been that she would never 
move again. It still waa a relief to me when 1 reached her, to find 
the tigress In the same position as when I last saw her from the 
top of the cliff, and eager as I waste know the amount of Clara's 
injuries, I could not resist a moment’s study of tbe fiendish brute, 
whose powers of evil had been so fearfully exercised. Grinulng 
wltb rage and hate, she tore at the rock with her sharp claws, and 
made her teeth meet again and again In the massive arms by 
which she vainly strove to drag her crippled form toward me; 
hate, rage and defiance together, glared from her glowing eyes,and 
I could not repress a shudder at the thought of what must have 
been the despairing agony of the hapless wretches who had In 
such numbers found themselves In the death-grip of such a fury. 

A bullet through the neck at length put an end to her murderous 
career, and enabled me to pay attention to tbe sufferers. 

“Stunned, as he bad been by the fall, the General waa already 
showing signs of recovery, but poor Clara still lay motionless, and 
tbe blood welling from a cut on her scalp, dabbled the fair hair 
and made me fear the worst for her. Bearing her to tbe nearest 
water, where I In vain tried to arouse her to consciousness, I was 
shortly joined by Trevor and Shrapnell, who alarmed at the firing, 
had hurriedly returned. They brought M’Wallah, who for the 
time being 1 regarded as a second Lazarus, and the General, both 
of whom were soon, despite their Injuries, able to sit up and assist 
In our attempts to revive Clara. Our exertions were at length re¬ 
warded ; she opened her eyes with a shudder and a terrified glance, 
which, on seeing me, changed to a look of unutterable love and 
affection that lean never forget. Before long, she was sufficiently 
recovered to ask questions, and with her bead still pillowed on 
my breast, sbe tremblingly Inquired about the tiger. Before I 
could speak M’Wallah told her of the result, and wltb a feeling 
that I thought quite foreign to his nature, gave her to understand 
that under heaven she and her father, at least, and probably him¬ 
self owed their escape from a horrible fate to me. 

“Raising berself, the dear girl threw her arms around me and 
murmured that she would never part from me again. She called 
her father to witness that she would devote the life restored to her 
by me to my happiness, and appealed to him not to destroy her 
life and her love together, by allowing aught to come between ns. 
Old Mango, whose nerves were quite unstrung by tbe peril they 
had both so lately undergone, cried like a child, and M’Wallah 
behaved like a brick. Coming forward, he said be owed roe every¬ 
thing as bis nreserver, and declared that no act of bis should ever 
come between two people who be now saw loved each other, heart 
and soul. Allowing that he admired Clara beyond all things, he 
blamed his self-conceit for not having realized that she had never 
reciprocated bis regards, and be added that he would never have 
Interfered between us had It not been for Mrs. Mango’s assurance 
that mine bad been but a passing flirtation, and that Clara in 
reality gave him the preference over me. A general hand-shak¬ 
ing ensued, and all unaccustomed as be was to such potations, a 
brandy and soda, judiciously prescribed and duly administered to 
the Brigadier, emboldened him to say that he would see Mrs. 
Mango In Hong Kong or Halifax before she should again Interfere 
between Clara and the man who had saved both his own and bis 
daughter's life. 

“Rapid questions as to the cause of the attack by tbe tigress now 
ensued. Wotee Kban was the lastjnan who had been seen going 
toward tbe cave, and as she bad come from its direction and he 
was not forthcoming, we left Clara In her father’s charge and pro¬ 
ceeded to search for him. Receiving no response to our calls, we 
beat up till we reached a spot about fifty yards from tbe den, 
where a sad spectacle awaited us. We found Motee Khan sitting 
with his drawn sword In bis hand, but with the whole right side 
of his head crushed In and bis brain oozing from the most fearful 
wound It had ever been my lot to look at. How It was that the 
spirit had not Instantly fled from bis mangled form we could not 
imagine, bat when we reached him there was some life still left 
In him, and even now I still think that he must have retained 
some kind of consciousness, as be tried to articulate something, 
and, half raising bis sword, made a feeble motion of cutting 
a downward stroke. This was tbe last action of his gallant life; 
In a few mlnntes more he fell back, to be, let us hope, gathered 
to tbe happy paradise of the Moslem and tbe joys of tbe seven 
beauteous Houris promised him by Islamry. 

“Very little further Investigation was necessary to lay the whole 
mystery bare. The first tiger was probably a wanderer who had 
accidentally taken up a temporary abode In tbe cave, which he 
bad hospitably allowed tbe man-eater to share. When the best 
began tbat morning, and still more when the rockets reached the 
recesses of her lair, her Instinct no doubt led her to anticipate 
danger. Sbe probably made up her mind to remain “perdue” 
till tbe coast was clear, and In the face of the many proofs of 
cunning sbe bad favored us wltb, I think It likely enough that she 
even drove her host out to act as a sop for Cerberns. She prob¬ 
ably watched us leaving the corrle and congratulated berself on 
tbe results of her strategy, till, suddenly all tbe murderous 
Instinct In her was roused by tbe sight or sound of poor Motee 
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Kban making hts way toward her, when her Inherent vlclous- 
neee overcame her discretion. Leaving the cave, she no doubt 
Bclenlibcally stalked her unconscious victim, who probably beard 
her only In time to turn round and (ace hts death like a man, 
Instead o( being smitten down unawares from behind. Thesmart 
of the sword-cut given by Motee Khan, which on Inspection we 
found bad sunk deeply Into her shoulder, no doubt stirred up all the 
devil In her composition, and casting her usual caution to the 
winds, she started out into the open air with vengeance her only 
ronslderatlon. We Imagined that, having seen M'Wallah’s shot 
ilred from an elephant, or bearing In mind that her bustling 
about o( a few days previously was carried on from others 
of bis kind, or possibly because she thought that In pres¬ 
ence of such monsters, man was a foeman for the first time 
unworthy of her steel, she thought Gholab the fittest 
object of her wrath. This reasoning accounted for M’Wal- 
lah's almost miraculous escape. He had just turned from 
the General and was walking toward his own elephant, when be 
met the tigress In full career. With larger game in view, she 
must have just brushed him from her path, her mad ambition to 
pull down the stately animal beyond causing her to disdain the 
trouble of striking so comparatively Insignificant an antagonist; 
the momentum of the shock, almost Involuntarlally delivered 
though It was, was sufficient to knock M’Wallah senseless and to 
provide him with bruises (or at least a month to come. 

“Gholab's mahout,having recovered from bis fears and shaking, 
went In search of the sagacious animal, who, thoroughly ashamed 
of Ills outbreak of temper, and glad to make It up with hie driver, 
was found biding himself In a grove of date trees. The tiger was 
duly padded and taken to the station, where crowds of natives 
thronged to see their deadly enemy. No precautions availed to 
prevent the singeing of her whiskers, so as to prevent the return 
of her spirit to the scene of her earthly depredations, and the 
anxiety to possess her claws as charms was such that I had to 
cause them to be drawn, so as to save them as souvenirs for 
myself. They arc the same ones which you admired In Lady 
Wullscourt’s brooch and bracelets, this evening. 

“I have not much more to say of the tigress, who, devil as she 
was, proved the beet friend I ever had. I was curious to know 
how many wounds a beast that had been so long and so eagerly 
hunted had sustained; In order to ascertain which, I bad her 
skinned very carefully under my own eyes. Strange to say, she 
had never (dt the smart of a bullet except from my rifle, her only 
other wounds being the sword-cut given her by Motee Khan, and 
a balMiealed gash extending from the top of the skull to the orbit 
of the eye, which had, no doubt, been given her by the wood-cut¬ 
ler at Cberalla. Imagine the pluck or desperation that nerved 
the poor devil, armed as be was, with only a light native axe, to 
stand up and (ace her, and judge for yourself of his hard and my 
good luck when I tell you that had hts arm been nerved enough 
to cause his blow to penetrate but one-eigbtb of an Inch deeper 
ft would have reached the brain, when be would not have been 
eaten, and I should not have got the dearest girl In the world (or 
a wife. 

“You can guess the rest of the story (oryourself. M’Wallab 
called on Mrs. Mango next day, and formally withdrew all pre¬ 
tensions to Clara's band. He described the ensuing scene as awful, 
and assured me that he would rather face a dozen man-eaters 
than one bullied would-be motheHn-law. Hie hopes (or my happi¬ 
ness and success were, he added, tempered by pity (or my lot, 
when once Mrs. Mango could legitimately exercise a quasi author¬ 
ity over me. The General was Invisible for some days, and the 
observant llocseflesb, to whom. In common with every one in the 
station, the facta bad become known, declared that there were 
marked deficleoctes in the old man’s hair and beard on his re-ap- 
pearance from seclusion. Clara suffered severely from the shock, 
which conllncd her to bed for many days, during which 1 of course 
saw nothing of her, whilst Mrs. Mango’s watch over her servants 
was at the same time so strict that I could hear little more of 
her than that she was gradually convalescing. 

“At a subsequent interview wlth*tbe General, be counseled me 
to let matters rest till his wife’s chagrin bad moderated, telling 
me with a kindly twinkle of the eye to postpone the considera¬ 
tion of an exchange for the present, as he bad been a saving man 
for years, and bad put by a comfortable nest-egg, of whose ex¬ 
istence his wife was Ignorant Uls hoard, however, was not 
destined to be tapped for my requirements as, a few day’s later, I 
received a telegram from Sir Giles Informing me of my cousin's 
death, and begging me, as bis heir, and as he was In falling health 
himself, to return to England Immediately.

He writes charming let¬ 
ters to Clara and will come here (or some months directly be lands. 
Mrs. Mango, I am glad to say, prefers the curry and rice and gup 
to be obtained In perfection In England only at Cheltenham. 
M'Wallah was best man at my wedding. His manly withdrawal 
of his claim to Clara, and many good traits which a better ac¬ 
quaintance with him brought to light, made me take a great lik¬ 
ing to him.

“You will now see why It Is that for the lastthree years lought 
more than all men to attach a peculiar value to Christmas, on 
which day I won the sweetest woman In the world by a lucky, 
and what I always call, a “Bridal Bullet.” 

[Writek's Note. —It may Interest the reader to know that the

AN* EXCURSION IN SEARCH OF THE VICTORIA 
REGIA.

"Regions Immense, nnsearcbable, unknown. 

Bask In the splendor of the solar zone." 

I had at last become familiar with my surroundings at Santarem, 
whither I had wandered during a journey which I had under¬ 
taken for the purpose of making collections In natural history. 
In particular of birds and Insects. Santarem Is a little town of 
about 3,000 inbahitants, and la situated on the confines of the 
Brazilian province of Para, nearly five hundred miles up the river 
Amazon, where this patriarch of waters Is joined by the Tapajos, 
one of Its principal confluents. The main stream Is now navi¬ 
gated since a number of years by the large and commodious 
steamers belonging to the Amazonian steamship company, and the 
traveler, who In the time of Bates’ and Natterer’a visits had to 
progress slowly In old-fashioned sailing crafts or canoes against 
the turbid floods of the muddy-colored giant, may now sit com¬ 
fortably under the awnings of handsome Clyde-built steamers 
urging their way by the power of their engines against the four- 
mile current The Imagination pictures the Amazon far different 
from what It Is In reality, particularly during the rainy season. It 
then resembles rathi-r a network of streams, separated from each 
other by Interminable chains of low and deeply-wooded Islands 
than a great homogeneous artery. Hardly does [the voyager 
emerge from any one of the many passages In between these 
islands, before he runs Into another which may widen or oftener 
narrow In, until at lost the gracefully nodding tops of the great 
palms fringing their shores become entangled in leafy embrace 
and form fantastic, dense canopies which are never penetrated by 
the rays of the sun. A great many of these channels are only 
navigable during the rainy season and serve to facilitate up-stream 
navigation, as their feeble current allows of a more rapid progress. 
In the dry season however they are generally converted Into 
swamps, all choked with rank tropical vegetation and but fur¬ 
rowed here and there by tortuous, chocolate-colored channels 
which are of barely sufficient depth to float the primitive canoes 
of the natives, who still as of yore rely upon these conveyances 
when traveling from place to place. It happens but seldom that 
the true banks of the main river become visible, and only a few 
bluffs are seen the whole distance from Para to Santarlm. The great 
rain-falls from March to October convert then the vast fluviatlle 
valley of the Amazon into an Immense forest lake, which only 
reveals Its true character beyond Tabatlogu, a small frontier town 
two thousand miles west of Its embouchure. 

I bad come well enough prepared to pay my devoirs to the many 
varieties of birds Inhabiting the dark forests of these still Im- 
perfectly explored regions, as well as the myriads of Insects flutter¬ 
ing like flashing gems above the dark foliage of majestic trees, 
whose massive trunks attain often to the height of over a hundred 
feet before spreading their foliage with their thousands of 
brilliant large flowers to the fli^ of light shed upon them 
by the burning rays of a tropical sun. A hasty Inventory Into 
the make-up of my heavy baggage, composed of the thousand 
and one articles needed to make up a naturalist’s outfit, when be¬ 
yond civilization, reveals an endleas variety of necesssiies. There 
are no less than four guns with a great amount of needed ammu¬ 
nition, revolvers, knives, fish-hooks, lines, nets both for fish and 
loBects,boxeB In rough with accompanying fastenings,taxldermlcal 
material and preservatives of all kinds. Including great alcoholic 
copper cans, for the purpose of storing up whatever specimens 
are Intended for preservation in this manner. Add to this a stock 
of personal wear and canned provisions, and It may give an Idea 
of the trouble arising from the complexity of things to be taken 
care of all alone, since no Intelligent help may be had where a 
generous climate Is a normal obstacle to the energies of the people 
who do not care to make what we would term an honest penny by 
honest labor. Four days of steaming, only here and there varied 
by a short stay at a few Intervening higher-situated stations, each 
of which rises like an oasis out of the monotony of level low¬ 
lands, find us at lost to an anchor In trontof Saatamm in the very 
heart of the South American contInenL The town Is situated at 
the foot of a gently rising and flat-topped range of hills which a 
few miles beyond assume a table-land-Ilke appearance, forming a 
pleasant relief to the everlasting river hottomo which wearied eye 
and mind until It seemed as If an emergence (tom the leafy 
labyrinths clothing their shores could never happen. 

The bank Itself, on which the town Is built, rises to a height 
of about twenty feet, and Is thus beyond the limit of ordinary 
Inundations. It was overflooded, however, some thirty years 
ago, when heavy rains deluged the whole country. At present, 
although we are In the midst of the rainy season, there are still 
about ten feet above water, which spares the natives any appre¬ 
hensions they might feel for fear of being aroused from their 
lethargic dreamy life to the labor of building protective levees. 
A little beyond the suburbs toward the thickly wooded bills the 
aspect of the country around Santarlm resembles that of a great 
orchard. The trees grow there either widely scattered or In 
small clusters. The most common of them are the caju {Anacar- 
dtum oecidentaJe) the curious looking fruit of which yields a 
grateful seml-acld beverage. The barren, hot, and sandy soli 
seems to favor their occurrence as well as that of a number of 
thorny, low creeping bush-Ilke acacias, with rose-colored 
thickly flowered balls of handsome blossoms. Occasional patches 
of stiff and dry sedges fringed here and there by clusters of low 
palmetto-llke curua palms, completes the general vegetal aspect 
of this one campo, which Is probably a type of all the rest of 
equatorial America. When further on. Its sandy soil Is replaced 
by alluvium mixed with rich decayed vegetable matter, the prim¬ 
itive forest Itself, which rises like a daik vertical wall against the 
sunlit plains on its borders and stretches as far as the eye can 
reach along the base of the plateau to Its very summit, from 
which It appears like a dark green forest ocean. Above its 
waving leafy billows single tate trees rise here and there and 
relieve the scene of Its monotony by their brilliant (lowers which 
seem to vie wllh each other In their gorgeous display of orange, 
pink and purple tints. 

I am afraid that the many Indulgent readers of the CntCAOO 
Field will be disappointed In their surmises as to the game 
found In these Impenetrable tropical jungles formed of number¬ 
less species of trees, and Interlacing networks of bamboos, and 
climbing or creeping serpent-lIke I’llanss. A bag of game such as 
an Amazonian hunter will display before his appreciative copper 
colored friends upon hls return from a successful bunt, differs 
much from what we would term the legitimate prizes of a day’s 


sport. Every living animal, whether It be a monkey, parrot, 
lizard, snake or game bird, is equally valuable to him, as he 
will dine as readily upon the tall of an alligator as upon the deli¬ 
cate rabblt-llke agouti. Notwithstanding, however, this reckless 
disregard of choice selection, which ought to yield a great variety 
at least, be may come back almost empty-handed. 1 had fancied 
upon my arrival that I would have to load'myself (airly down 
with cartridges for a full day’s bunt, but was often disappointed 
In these sanguine expectations. I have wandered sometimes (or 
days through these forests, accompanied by trusty Indian guides, 
without even being able to obtain more than a half dozen of 
shots. A deathlike stillness reigns In these silent retreats, which 
are never penetrated by a single ray of sunlight, as the densely 
leaved domes of the generality of trees form an almost Imper¬ 
vious canopy. In consequence of this a sort of a twilight 
replaces bright daylight, which assumes a hazy gloom not unlike 
that we may see within the temperate zone before the closing 
In of the darkness of the night. During the day not a sound, save 
the discordant bowl of the guarlba may be beard, or perhaps 
the hoarse cry of noisy macaws, as they fly far above the highest 
trees to some distant group of the Brazil-nut trees, the fruit of 
which they prefer to all others. The wandering sportsman will 
thus find himself often disgusted with the examination of hls 
game bag after a bard days tramp, which may at best yield only a 
most Incongruous assortment, even when successful. Jet black 
toucans, with crimson or bright orange throats,long-tailed purple 
macaws, dark steel-blue curassows with swollen yellow beaks, 
black spider monkeys, rail-like jacus and jacanus, and dark 
green iguanas are here the general result of a good days sport. 
The last named Is a huge species of a lizard which attains often 
to a length of seven feet, and is highly valued on account of Its 
tender white meat,which In taste and appearance Is a compromise 
between that of a frog and a chicken. If uncommon good luck 
should have favored, a deer may round off the list, or the little 
savage peccary, and the clumsy capabalra, the largest known 
aquatic rodent. The highest prize of all, however, la the tapir, 
which replaces here the elephant, and Is a highly valued article of 
food. The guns used by the natives, who prefer hunting by 
creeping upon their game, to walking up to It, are mostly of 
English or Belgian manufacture and In pattern and make not 
unlike those used with us many years ago, and now laying round 
eondemned in second hand stores and like places. Their long 
barrels are of small bore, and will thus carry coarse shot at long 
distances with better effect than our heavier ten and twelve 
gauge guns. Shooting on the wing Is, of course, not to be 
thought of, and most of the game is killed at short range by the 
hunter, who, by wearing a copper-colored suit, resembles so 
closely the ground of like hue, that be may creep within a few 
feet of hls prey and pour a charge of coarse double B. shot right 
Into the vital parts of hls victims. 

Space and time preveut a full enumeration of all the other 
curious sights a traveler sees, when he becomes located (or several 
months at such a lonely, out-of-the-way place like Santarem, where 
he is surrounded by a primitive population, foreign to him In 
manners, customs and language. The difficulties continually 
hampering him on account of the Impossibility to take care of 
what he has obtained, are many. Over and above this, he is 
continually tormented by myriads of noxious pests, such as mue- 
quitos and ants, which are highly destructive to hls collections, 
and he will also find himself embarrassed in the making of them, 
by the lassitude and ignorance of the people around him, the very 
language, or rather dialect, of which Is a study In Itself, requiring 
considerable length of time lo master. If desirous to make ex¬ 
cursions beyond the Immediate neighborhood of his encampment, 
he must make preparations on a scale equal to that of organizing 
an expedition to unexplored countries, and a journey of a hundred 
miles or so beyond bis ordinary beats assumes often thereby the 
dimensions of an extensive exploration. A few miles beyond 
nothing whatever is known by the natives themselves, concerning 
the character of the country in which they live. 

The rainy season Is not the honeymoon of tropical travel. 
Although it does not positively pour down the whole time, yet 
rain on the average Is a foregone conclusion of the programme of 
each day In that season. Nothing, under these circumstances, 
can be kept dry. A heavy moisture In the form of a fine vapor 
permeates the atmosphere, and clothing, boots and shoes, paper 
and Instruments suffer greatly from IL and require unremitting 
care to save them from destruction. Mr. Bates, the Amazonian 
traveler, relates In hls charming work, “The Naturalist on the 
Amazon,” that at Ega, which Is about 500 miles above Santarem, 
the moisture affected even the powder In his flask, so as to render 
It perfectly useless. I was fortunate enough to escape this mle- 
hap through using Hazard’s sea-sbootlng powder, which, though 
unglazed, remained perfectly dry, and never gave me the annoy¬ 
ance of a single mise-fire on account of dampness, throughout the 
whole expedition, during the most part of the rainy season. 
Good health Is here also at best a precarious tenure. The 
stranger suffers much from fevers, and also often from swollen 
feet, which he owes to wading through heated mire, while out 
bunting. Being disabled through this last complaint, at last, 
and confined to my hammock, I completed, nevertheless, all pre¬ 
liminaries In carrying out a long-cberlshcd project of paying a 
visit to the haunts of the queen of all tropical flowers, the 
Victoria regia. I learned that I could make the journey to it by 
canoe, my only, still possible mode of locomotion, since my 
inability to walk prevented all excursions by land. Eye and arm, 
however, were yet in as good order as ever, and offered thus no 
Impediment to the use of the gun. Col. Santos, of Santarem, 
one of nature’s own true noblemen, kindly aided me again with 
men and a canoe, as well as by written requests to some of bis 
tenants living near the terminus of my projected trip, whereby 
they were enjoined to extend to me all needed hospitality. It is 
only since 1S38, that the great South American traveler. Sir Robert 
Schonsberg, surprised the civilized world with the announce¬ 
ment of the discovery of a gigantic wati-r lily growing in the 
lagoons of British Guiana. He named this flower In honor of his 
queen, the Royal Victoria. 

It Is difficult to conceive how such a treasure should have hap¬ 
pened to be so long unnoticed, since the Qulanas and Ama¬ 
zonian regions where It also occurs, have been since the time of 
Madame Mcrian the particular objective point of many expedi¬ 
tions, and were thus in respect of their flora and fauna better 
known than even at the present hour certain portions of our 
Western territories. The natives, near Santarem, were well 
enough acquainted with It, and bad a current name for It, as well 
as all the rest of conspicuous plants. This had certainly nut been 
given to It by them after Its discovery, of the Importance and 
date of which they are still profoundly Ignoront. The flower grows 
here In many of the quiet lagoons, bordering the main river and 
Its irlbutarles, and cannot help but attract from afar, by the 
singular appearance of Its great leaves, the curiosity of any pas¬ 
sing traveler, least of all, the naturalist, whose ever-watchful eye 
allows not even the smallest Insect to pass without due notice. 

The long-wisbed-for day for starting to Its haunts bad arrived 
at lost. All baggage was transferred by the trusty retainers of 
Col. Santos to the canoe, and toward noon we were quickly glid¬ 
ing down on our way on one of the channels of the turbid Ama¬ 
zon. The after part of boats are here half covered with an um¬ 
brella like mattlng,opeD at each end and made of palmetto leaves, 
which serves as a shelter against rain and sun, as well as a sleep- 
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iWf pl»ce for the crew and the patrone, who all ni»o»Ke “ 
they mav to harmonlae narrow accommodations with their con¬ 
ceptions'of comfort by stowing themselves Into It In » 

InSlv small compass. When all settle down for the night they 
vary their efforts In trying to sleep with unremitting warfare up¬ 
on the countless swarms of vermin Infesting here every huinan 
abode, such as ants, scorpions, bats, centipedes, snakes, spiders 
and musqultos. These are sure to be the never-falling compan¬ 
ions of the traveler as well. He has to light his own battles as 
best he may, as he Is allowed, for courtesy’s sake, the u^la 
turbed possession of the tolda, which crew and patrone respect¬ 
fully v^te and retire to the forepart of the canoe. These ton- 
yevsnees are, by the way. In point of size not to be compared 
w*th t^(W used^by the Indians oflNorth America, since they have 
here fre^ently a capacity of several tons. My four stout copper- 
TOlored Sarsmen paddle on this present occasion lustily ^ 

reach. If possible, the hacienda, where we expect such hospluble 
welcome as the tenor of the letter of the Colonel should warrant. 

I am seated as usual when Journeying along In the stern, with 
my trusty hard-hitting, single-barreled breech-loader In ‘"“'d and 
ready to Are upon anything which may turn up. If It he 
the labor of Its preservation. The shots, however, to be obtained 
whUe moving alLg In this manner are but few. The dense 
foliage of the trees near the river shores allows of no close Inspec¬ 
tion, and effectually bars all analysis of the many mysterious 
rustling movements which we hear from time to time. They are 

more generally the great dark green rTin^nJ^ 

sometimes seen. If cautiously approached, stretched at full len^h 
along some overhanging bough of the great trees now li - 
mersed to their very branches. They resemble, while In this 
attitude, rather some abnormal growth of the tree lUelf, and 
are as unlike as possible to the swift and nlm^ble creature which 
defies alt ordinary modes of capture without the help of powder 
and shot. As we silently glide along I manage to discover one 


of luxurious Indolence, and have neither chairs, sofas, tables, car- 
pete nor any other article of furniture, which the poorest man of i 
higher latitudes regards as Indispensable to his existence. A 
plain palm leaf mat la stretched upon the "oor and serees as 
Uble cloth, while the never-falling hammock supplies all the rest, 
and Is In fact, the only bona fide household article of tropical 
country huts. Lights of all kinds are dispensed with, m they only 
serve to attract the thick swarms of mosquitos which are never 
far from human habitations and are just waiting for the first op¬ 
portunity to make themselves at home. We hwe, therefore to 
dispatch a plain supper of farina with some coffee and a splen¬ 
did turnbakl we managed to capture on the way. In such ^ 
Egyptian darkness that the question to find a bee line communt- 
catlon between plate and mouth offers no small difficulty. A 
careful groping along after doing fair Justice to the cuisine of our 
dark-skinned host, ascertains at last the whereabouts of the ham¬ 
mock, In which we soon forget all of the exciting Incidents of 
the past day's Journey. Mornings, even during the rainy se^n, 
dawn in general, as auspicious, as If a shower could not poaslhly 
happen for many weeks to come, The sun shines forth In all of 
I Us tropical splendor, the bright dew drops hang “I*® 
gems from the foliage of trees and shrubs, and the blris horeld 
the advent of light and heat by a discordant concert of shrill cries, 
which resound far and wide. Large fiocksof noisy, green-winged 
parrots fly with early dawn towards their feeding grounds near 
I i^be forest edge, where they alight on any particular trees th® f*' 
pened fruit of which they are particularly fond of. The noise In¬ 
creases when they discover a troop of the bowling monkeys has 
perhaps, occupied ahead of them their leafy premises. This lat¬ 
ter spwies is called here the guarlba, and their reverberating cry 
often drowns every other sound, filling the air with the most 
hideous demoniacal howls. 

Many travelers report the climate of the valley of the 
' Amazon as very healthy. This may be true as regards those who 
■ can Journey along on the fine steamers, which arc provided with 


for an early sUrt, along with all of the necessary ammunition and 
collecting apparatus. A sort of a bedding Is hasUly Improvised 
out of some matting, on which I listlessly lay down, shaded 
by an umbrella which answers the double purpose of protection 
against sun and occasional showers of rain. 1 did not oml^ how¬ 
ler to keep the gun within convenient reach, as I would have 
never forgiven myself this lack of foresight In case anything 
should happen to turn up. I remember of having re^ inany 
drawn out descriptions of scenery made up of less materials than 
those now afforded during this Interesting excursion In the heart 
of the richest continent In respect to animal and vegetable life, 
and a fair-sized volume might be filled by detailing all of the 
note-worthy eights encountered on the way to the lagoone. 
Though languid and Indifferent to everything about me when 
first starting off, I soon regained vitality by the varied and bril¬ 
liant display of the thousands of birds and Insecta creeping, fiylng 
and swimming over and about me. Flocks of finely plnk-tlntcd 
roseate spoonbills vied In their dazzling display of beautiful colors 
with snow-white herons and a gorgeously colored blue and 
orange species of macaw. The Innate InstlncU of the sportsman 
and naturalist asserted at last once more their claim. If I shall 
never fire another shot, was my menUl resolve, I shall at least 
tumble down that one beautiful long-plumed white egret, which 
appears to shape Its course right across the stern of the boat. 
A stray pellet breaks oue of hU flapping wlnge, and down he 
comes, topsy-turvy, while the Indians shout and clap their hands 
with childish glee to see, perhaps for the fiiet time In their life, a 
bird shot down while flying swiftly along. And now commences 
the chase after the wounded bird, which tries hard to gain t^ 
thick cover of the reeds near the shore. He la soon headed off, 
but the difficulties of capture are by no means ended, as Its long 
sharp beak has given the first man who Incautiously ventures to 
take hold of him a due admonition of what he may still do though 

AU this excitement produces a wonderful effect upon the pros- 
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of them lying motionless on a huge branch within a few feet of 

the water’s edge. A cartridge, loaded with No. C shot Is quickly 
substituted for the Inserted charge of dust shot, and before the 
smoke clears away we have the pleasure of hearing the loud 
splaah of the great lizard, as It tumbles hesdlong and mortally 
wounded from Its leafy retreat Into the muddy stream. But, 
alas, for the uncertainties of our anticipations! At the very ram 
ment that I venture to lift my prize Into the boat, I see a quick 
commotion In the water, and hit the end of a huge scaly tall be¬ 
longing to oneof the numerous slllgators Infesting these parts. My 
precious prize disappeared before my very eyes, and served only 
to furnish a supper to the hungry monster which avails Itself of 
every possible chance to appease Its voracious appetite. 

Night soon follows here the last rays of the setting sun, and 
It was pitch dark when we arrived at last In front of the palm- 
tbatebed hut where we were to find shelter and food. The house 
stands on a little knoll barely above water-level, and Is surrounded 
on the rear by green quagmires of stagnant waters. These disap¬ 
pear during tl^^rdry season to be replaced by thickets of rank veg¬ 
etation, the biding places of reptiles, and the breeding grounds 
of coantleSB swarms of mosquitos, those terrible draw-backs to 
all enjoyment of the beauty of tropical scenery. 

My loud rapping at the door Is answered at last by the occu¬ 
pant of the hut, a tall, swarthy man, who lights a flaring toreh 
made of the porous resinous pith of some Indigenous reeds, which 
supply here the place of candles or kerosene. Bylts llrtt he stares 
at me and my followers In stupid astonlshmeotf-bux makes no 
motion whatever to bid us welcome. The production, however, of 
my warrant In the shape of Col. Santoa’ strongly worded letter, 
arouses him at last to a proper sense of duty, and he beckons to 
enter and make ourselves at home. 

Amazonian cottages arc of truly Arcadian simplicity In their 
appurtenances. They are as yet Innocent of the accompaniments 


all of the comforts of life, Including luxurious awnings, under the 
shade of which the heat of the sun Is tempered by the cool fresh- 
blowing trade-winds which sweep along the entire length of the 
valley until checked at last by the great mountainous barrier of 
the snow-crowned Andes. This state of affairs, however, becomes 
reversed on land. Health Is then but a frail tenure. He who ex¬ 
plores low marshe-s, all reeking with poisonous miasmatic 
exhalations, or wades through heated mire and swamps In pursuit 
of their denizens, is sure to Buffer,nnd the effects of this exposure 
will soon become obvious. He will be prostrated by burning 
deadly fevers, the digestive apparatus becomes disarranged, and 
feet and legs become fearfully swollen by the dreadful disease 
known as Beri-Beri, which Is probably occasioned through absorp¬ 
tion of some of the millions of microscopic spores and animalcules 
through the pores of the skin, whereby they enter at last Into 
the circulation and become fatal to life. 

I had been affected the evening previous with chills, which 
were caused In all probability by the Influence ottbeveyan of 
the low grounds along which wo had traveled. This trifling ail¬ 
ment was, however, hut a herald to a burning fever which nttorly 
prostrated me the next morning, and confined me half delirious 
to my present quarters. There was nothing left to do, but to 
face the music and to patiently suffer. Attendance and care are 
of course out of question; no cooling drink refreshes here the 
parched Ilpe of the sufferer, and all conversation oven n« w >>« 
carried on chiefly by mesne of gestures. Thus deprived of all 
necessary comfort, a dull, dogged resignation alone enabled me 
to pnll through this ordeal. When after a couple of <i»y» “« 
wandering mind became once more collected, I learned that the 
lagoon where the Victoria grows was fortunately but a few miles 
frem the hovel In which 1 have been so unexpectedly pros¬ 
trated, and though still extremely weakened and subject to 
Intermittent attacks, I yet gave orders to prepare the canoe 


trated nervous energies, which are aroused In full /o 
elasticity. Coming shortly after across a troop of odd-looklng 
spider monkeys, they learn soon, to their cost, that their curiosity 
which prompts them to see what Is going on, may not always be 
the best policy, as a couple of them fall the victims to It. 

Thus varying our time with observations and capturre, we 
arrive at last at our turning point, and the boat is headed Into 
one of the narrow channels, which lead from the river toward 
the submerged forest. The Indians, as usual, are not « m®™®®' 
at loes when to branch off, and their wonderful Instinct guides 
them unerringly amidst the mazes of tall dense reeds as It does 
In their forests. The passage Is hardly wide ®®®“K^ 
canoe, no land marks of any kind are In sight, and the batiks 
bounded on either side by forests, present a moat uniform aspect, 
and yet, without hesitation and aa sure as If they were at the cross 
Ing of any city highway, with Its name fixed to the lamp-poet, 
they instantly turn and are correct. This same marvelous 
faculty serves them as unerringly when traversing on foot the 
wilderness of their forests. There are often no ^u™® 
streams, nor moss at the foot of trees at their northern ex¬ 
posure, nor oven any chsnce to find their way by t 
rising and setting sun, not a single ray of ®^ 

penetrates these lesfy recesses to guide them In ‘*’®''' PjH*’ 
which they travel along aa confidently as a stage-coach driver u^ 
on the route he has Journeyed over for a llfe-tlmo. The 
their excursions are, however, all made by the canoe, ■"‘''®‘' •* *'“® 
standard conveyance. By Ita moans they may traverse the conti¬ 
nent In Its whole length and breadth, particularly during the 
rainy season, when well-known water pareages, Mlled here 
Igaripos, form a navigable network between ell of the great 
etreama from the Orinoco to the mouth of the far-off LaPlat^ 
Light Is life, or at least generates It, and u quick as the boat 
is surrounded by the dense foliage of umbrella-like domea of the 
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grekt trees, a deathlike stillness replaces, In consequence of the 
darkness, the animated bustle along the rlrer’s edge. I have 
often wandered whole days In these forests without firing a single 
shot or even hardly seeing any birds at all which we would, here 
In the center of animated nature, expect to encounter by the 
thousands, and the present occasion Is no exception. 

The belt of trees, however. Is here very narrow, and after a 
couple of hours of steady paddling we emerge from their sombre 
shades and reach tbesun-llt, chocolate-tinted watersot the lagoon, 
the culmloatlug point of the whole excursion. On Its placid sur¬ 
face large masses of great Victorias greet the delighted eye, and 
glow In all of their superb beauty like many other treasures of 
nature far from the appreciative gaze of man. 

Let the reader Imaj^ne great floating fields of gigantic leaves 
looking like huge wash tubs, with their rims cut down to a height 
of about ten Inches. Let him think their green aspect variegated 
by great milky bunches, composed each of single flowers many 
times the size of our own water-lilies, though otherwise of the 
same general appearance, and ho may form a fair Idea of the 
general aspect of this floral display. The upturned edges of the 
leaves like their whole under surface is of a line crimson color, 
which forma a pleasing contrast with their smooth dark green 
upper sides. They are strongly ribbed and have thus no small 
amount of floating power. Some of them many years ago, during 
the exhibition at the Crystal Palace In London, were buoyant 
enough to support a boy of seven years as easily as our own 
water-lily will bear the weight of a moorhen. Those I noticed 


of which the journey bad been undertaken. The fascination of the 
scene about me bad swept away the last vestige of the fever,which 
but for It, might have proved fatal, and I surprised, upon my re¬ 
turn, our host with the announcement that I was prepared ^to do 
full Justice to an excellent supper which he had the good sense to 
order In honor of our successful excursion in search of the Victo¬ 
ria Regia.

A Tale of the Woodcock. 

UY UONT OLAHE. 

Thou bird of mystery, of nightly wanderings, and of dally rest; 
thou bird with eyes so dark and bright as to rival the famed 
beauties of the Orient, and so deep withal, that the glories of an 
autumual sky and landscape are reflected In miniature from their 
depths; thou hast the magic power to turn a sportsman from all 
other winged game If once he hears the whistle of thy wings, or 
sees thy form glide stealthily through the dusk. Thy power la 
for all time, and yet is rather a fatal lure. Yes, truly, there Is no 
bird that has a stronger bold upon the affections, so to speak, of 
a sportsman than the woodcock. And since there Is In man 
an earnest desire to sing the praises, loud and long, of that he 
loves. It Is In my mind this winter night to tell a tale of the beauty, 
ways, and eccentricities as well, of this dark-eyed bird. It may 
seem almost presumption on ray part to o9er anything concern- 


months “beating” the hillsides with dog and gun. And yet the 
woodcock Is about the same sort of a bird wherever you find It, 
and woodcock shooting Is much the same sport throughout the 
length and breadth of our land. 

But before setting out Into the covers where this bird of ours 
makes Its /labitat, lot us, for a moment, view It as brought before 
us dead, yet even In death a bird of beauty 1 Its plumage above 
is a soft blending of rufous, slate and black; below, a pale rufous, 
with a tinge of pink upon the shapely breast. This color, which, 
full upon the breast. Is seemingly only the reflection' of an au¬ 
tumnal sunset, fades towards the vent to a soft, rufous-ashy tint. 
The legs are of moderate length and almost flesh-colored; the feet 
have a brownish hue. The bill Is dark In color and very long, 
and, with the full, dark eyes set away up near the top of the 
head, that It may better push Its earthly investlgatlnns without 
Injury to Its eyesight, gives to this bird a most singular appear¬ 
ance. The weight of the woodcock la from seven to eight 
ounces, the latter weight found particularly among the females. 
Such Is the woodcock—a bird once held In hand never to be for¬ 
gotten. Let us begin with the arrival of the woodcock In Spring 
In those New England States, and hold communion with them 
till they take their leave In Autumn, and wend their way to South¬ 
ern homes, for of course, you know, they do not, like the ruffed 
grouse, endure with us the winter’s cold and snows. To visit 
them thus In their Northern haunts has been to me a study and 
a pleasure, and now, when they are In other climes. It brings 
back bright memories to breathe life Into the shadows of the 
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here averaged from four to six feet In diameter and had stout 
stalks armed with sharp, slightly curved spines, which necessitated 
great care In their handling. Many of the flowers were at that 
lime of the year, being July, In full bloom. Their size, however. 
Is hardly In correspondence with that of their gigantic leaves, 
though they are still, with exception, perhaps, of the Raflleela, 
of the East Indies, the largest on our globe. Their outer 
petals are of pure milk color, which deepens towards the center 
Into the most delicate light pink imaginable, constituting thus an 
unsurpassed display of floral beauty. 

Older specimens, are, however, nearly ell over of a deep pink, 
somewhat like that we see on the half-faded specimens of the 
great flowered 'Wake Robins of our northern Spring woods. The 
leaves are floating homes of thousands of creatures hopping, 
creeping and flying about them. Slender, long snakes glide nimbly 
from one to the other, green lizards are sunning themselves on 
their up-turned edges and run along so swiftly that all attempts 
at capture prove a failure; humming-birds and brilliantly colored 
butterflies add their quoU, and Impart by their graceful darting 
movement a charm to the scene, which the eye never grows 
weary to admire. The canoe Is fairly loaded down with these 
aquatic floral treasures, which like all that Is beautiful on earth, 
are but doomed to decay, as they turn soon Into softened, black 
slimy masses of rotten pulp. 

Some of their live colonists, however,were preserved In alcohol, 
and form still an addition to the enormous collections of the 
museum of comparative anatomy at Cambridge, under the auspices 


Ing this bird to the readers of the CHinAoo Field— sportsmen 
who arc familiar with all the game birds of our land. It goes for 
a proverb, you know, that familiarity breeds contempt, but the 
time Is not yet, that you and 1 are familiar enough with this long- 
billed bird to despise either Its beauty or Its manners, and sure 
am I that time will never come. And, too, all the readers of the 
CntCAOo Field are not sportsmen, since It finds Its way to many 
a fireside where there are bright eyes that have other pleasures 
than looking along browned, burnished barrels, and where, too, 
there are young, strong hearts that are beating with eagerness 
for the time to come when they may hunt the woodlands. To 
such as these ray story may not come an unwelcome guest, for It 
tells of a bird that captivates us all by the very mystery which 
Burrounds Its ways. 

That there Is a peculiar charm about woodcocks and woodcock 
shooting, no one will deny who la at all acquainted with the 
birds, or has ever tried the sport. 

Of woodcocks we have but one variety Inhabiting Eastern 
North America and breeding In various sections throughout the 
United States, called by ornithologists philohtla minor, to distin¬ 
guish It In a learned and scientific manner from Its cousin, the 
woodcock of Europe, a bird differing from ours In shape of wings 
and general markings, and In being, perhaps, a third larger. 
However, It Is not In my province to offer an extended or elabor¬ 
ate article upon the woodcock, but only to bring forth a few notes 
concerning the tribe as I have found It In New England, while 
wandering through our glens In the early season, and In autumn 


past and resurrect the Summers and Autumns gone. If only for 
an evening. 

Interspersed here and there can be found many a stream trick¬ 
ling from among the hills and winding through the lowlands of 
New F.nglaud, upon whose meadow banks of Jeep, rich loam, 
woodcocks love to feed, and among whose alder-covered environs 
they nest and rear their broods. Truly tbelwoodcock shows lu 
appreciation of nature's beauties' In choosing Its abode In the 
early season, as well as when autumn sears the leaves. When 
the blue-birds twitter In our orchards, and the rich loam along 
our lowlands Is softened by the sunny days, then soon, too, will 
you find that the woodcocks have returned, and are preparing. In 
a business-like sort of way, for their coming duties. Now, soon 
after mating, they build upon the ground their nests—not very 
wonderful, by the way, as specimens of bird architecture—and 
therein deposit their eggs, some four or five In number. They 
are quite round In form, and of a dull clay color, covered with 
brownish spots, and In size corresponding nearly to the pigeon’s. 
If all goes well, soon the little family of long bills are waddling 
about on their slender legs, which, by the way, are not the legs 
I of athletes. In about four weeks they are able to fly, but are by 
I no means easy In their flights, and very solicitous are the parent 
birds of these little ones. They watch them with jealous care, 
and when Intruders come, endeavor, by fluttering, to draw all the 
attention upon themselves; yes, and sometimes even convoy them 
bodily through the air away to a place of safety. I know whereof 
I write, for within three hundred yards of my home there Is a 









favorite lireedlng ground for woodcocka, and often have I en- w 
loved the pleasure of their company in the Spring and early Sum- U 
mer time when I wandered there alone, unarmed, In order to lo 
learn their ways. And often, too, there, and upon the surround- fc 
ing amphitheatre of hillsides, have I, In Autumn mouths, with dog ni 
and gun, enjoyed their company, as I caught them resting from 111 
their moult ere they winged their Southern course.

traveling And yet, be it known, that woodcocks are not wholly yi 
birds of the night; neither are their deeds evil; that they do feed d 
while the sun Is shining, though not where It shines. I know of tl 
this, for I have caught them at their borings and their wander- w 

When the dark morass Is clothed with pools margined with rich ai 
deep loam, when a brook lakes lU winding course through the 11 
silent bog, where the alders are so thick that the sun does not si 
reach the earth beneath, and the absence of the sun light is w 
darkened by the forms of over banging, tree-lined banks; where b 
low upon the earth all is dark and allll, save the hum of Insect 
life and the purling of the brook, there I have seen wood- n 
cocks feed by day. Yes, if the surroundings are as they like, b 
they wander In the day—not fur though—In their search for food, C 
turning over the fallen leaves and probing the soft soil. a 

But oftener in the gloaming of Summer evenings have I seen e 
woodcocks dart across my way, like spirits, noiseless and swift In c 
their journeys to favorite feeding-ground. They seem to know tl 
bv intuition what loam contains the latest, sweetest worms, what - 
bog contains the choicest loam, and by their borings they leave a 
for us, otherwise unsophisticated in woodcock logic.

It is a | 
sweeter song by far than that of many a well reputed songster, ( 
and I have no doubt sounds as sweetly to his lady bird down In I 
the ferns beneath as did ever song of troubadour to his lady- love 1 
of "ye olden time.” It is during the twilight that the woodcock i 
utters his love notes. He gives sort of a prelude to his song, upon i 
the ground, and then circles up In flights through the tree tops 
till lost to sight. You hear bis murmuring, “pe-ah, pe-ah, 
tiuaah,” high In alt, but you only catch the melody of his love 
imng as In his downward flight he approaches tbe place he started 
from, near which, without doubt, the female Is awaiting him. 
Thlft ftontf of the woodcocks may be new to many, for there is 
none other of all the game birds ao little understood, but It is 
one, once listened to, you will not forget, neither can you give 

the note®. , , aw 

Woodcocks are a riddle to the sportsman who knows them 
best, while to those without the pale of field sports, they are 
known only as tbe name is seen upon some bill of fare or as they 
are brought upon tbe table served with tbe highest culinary skill. 
To the rustic lad and farmer upon whose land amid the swamps 
and glades they breed, they are unseen, unknown, or If seen 
kno«-n only ss rand bens, or by some other low-born title, ^me- 
tlmea In tbe early Summer morning they spring up from before 
the farmer as he mows In the swales, and are seen only for a mo¬ 
ment ere they drop further down among the thick grown wlllowa, 
leaving the mower to wonder whet. er he saw birds or sptrlU. 
And that is about all the acqualnUnce the farmer ever makes 
with these bird-tenants of his freehold. Should you inquire for 
woodcocks, probably you would be directed to the old trees In the 
orchard and upon the hillside, but not often, I’ll warrant you, to 
the alder covered lowlands. . , ^ 

It Is Summer, for the farmer Is mowing In the swales, and the 
laws in some sUles permit woodcocks to be shot. However, of 
this Summer shooting I shall say nothing save to condemn, for It 
is wrong In theory and practice, and no amount of logic c^n 
make it right. And pardon me for a few lines. If I offer a plea 
against the whole affair. Our seasons are far too uncerUln to 
allow tbe young of every year to become well grown by July, and 
that has been the month heretofore set apart for the opening of 
their slsughter. One year the season may be early and favorable 
to their batching and their growth, but the very next, the late 
snows may prove an obsUcle to the nesting or the cold floods 
destroy the young birds altogeher, so that the second broods are 
not half grown by July and In no way flt for gun or table. But 
the law permits them to be killed, and killed they are with a will. 
But granting that July might And each bird of every year well 
grown still I say, the hunting and shooting them at this time Is 
disastrous to the tribe. Know ye, sportsmen, that this Is their 
nursery time, their time of family happiness before separating for 
their moult, and as ye reaped all family ties, so give them a brief 
respite from your persecutions.

out, ‘mar)c dicks—lakewardsl’and from that time forward, we 
had enough X) keep us busy. 

“Night chsed In, but still the flashes of our guns at Intervals 
lighted up tie grassy waters, while the responsive 'plash* told that 
even In thafuncertaln light, we were doing execution. 'Up rose 
the yellow noon,’ and by her beams the shooting still went on. 
Of course, .ihere were no long shots even attempted; but so un- 
■usplclousk did the mallard come In, that the firing was well 
sustained. lu the long, coarse rushes, the saw-grass, the lllly- 
pads, and ;he cold water, our thin-skinned pointers, of course, 
failed to ntrleve many of the birds-, but, when, after nearly two 
hours of noonllght shooting, we gave It up, tired and chilled, the 
dogs shlvnlng, and the guns foul, we each had as many as we 
could well carry to our horses. Securing our game to the saddles, 
we hurriel to camp. Sam had managed admirably; a brilliant fire 
threw Its >road glare over the ruins; by propping a shod a safe 
shelter we provided for our horses; a quantity of fennel had 
been gathered, and with the blankets spread over It, an easy and 
fragrant led was ready for us. But now 'spirits were called from 
the vasty deep’—(aye, and they came, too)—of the demijohn, 
much needed, believe me, after that night’s exposure In the 
maisb, with the Ice forming to the still pools. Wet clothes and 
boots were exchanged for dry, and things were more comfortable 
—nuna tiendum. In the excitement of the sport, we bad for¬ 
gotten that breakfast had been had before day, and that nothing 
had been eaten In the Interval. The ham and chicken were duly 
paraded, but Con was bound to hav9 some 'scapers' cooked en 
papWoU, sundry stationery having been provided with a view to 
this Important matter. Half a dozen snipe were duly plucked by 
Sam, while the exchange of wet clothes for dry was being made; 
and with all due deference to Frank Forester, a modicum of 
butter, salt, and pepper mu placed within each before they were 
encased In the virgin-white costume, which duly en¬ 
circled them before they were consigned to—ashes. The 
ten minutes were carefully noted, the plates judiciously 
heated, the toast anxiously waited, while the opera¬ 
tion proceeded under the skillful ministry of Sam (a minis¬ 
try about to become general, I trust). Those ten minutes gave 
us time to count our game,for the spirit of rivalry still maintained. 
‘How many snipe, Cori' ‘Walt till I get through—sixty-eight.’ 
‘You have beaten me; I have only fifty-six—but I expected It 
would be BO. How about ducks I' Cor. counted out twenty- 
three ducks and three brent. It was now P.’s turn. ‘Hold on, 
twenty-six, twenty-seven, twenty-eight, twenty nine, and all told, 
and two brent.’ That makes a grand total for the day, after the 
twenty miles’ ride, of one hundred and twenty-four snipes, fifty- 
two ducks, and fire brent! What a glorious show they make! 
We drink to Lake Jackson and the glorious sport we have bad!’ 
‘Snipe ready, Sar,’ reported Sam, as he placed the long-bills on 
the impromptu table. ‘Delmonlco’ was nowhere; not an odor 
or aroma lost! Ye gods! did you over eat snipe, cooked In camp 
*11 papilloUf Never, I am sure, or ambrosia would not have been 
heard of. As we puffed the po»t-corual cigar, our conversation 
naturally turned on our game and Its habits. ‘You were not 
with the Doctor and myself last Spring,’ remarked Cor., ‘when 
the snipe acted so singularly, on that piece of wet land In the 
Stephens’ branch. 1 presume few sportsmen can say what we 
can. There are but few I would even ask to believe me. We 
shot the English snipe, the veritable Scolopax Wiltojiii, while 
sitting In tope of trees,an hundred feet In the air I Think of that. 
Master Brooks. While out quall-shooting, we found about a 
dozen snipes In this place. They were wild as deer; nor dog 
nor sportsman could approach them, after flushing them once or 
twice. Without getting a shot, away they all went, as if about 
to emigrate finally. Higher and higher they whirled In the air 
till the eye could scarcely follow them. This continued for some 
six or eight minutes, when back they came, apparently in as 
much of a hurry as when they left. Three or four came to the 
ground as usual; but Imagine our surprise when we saw the rest 
lighting in the tops of tall trees. We waived all sporting rules, 
to be able to say that we had killed snipe thus.’ The segars 
were finished. ‘One smile,’ said P., 'for a night-cap, and then to 
bed; we must be out by day-break, to pick up the ducks we lost 
to-night, or the hawks will be before us.’ So we turned In, but 
not for long. P. bad forgotten that twoor three strong smiles, in¬ 
dulged In with an empty stomach, might result In something 
serious. A peculiar sound disturbed the quiet of the camp. It 
was evidently a throe (throw!) of nature. ‘What’s the matter!’ 

‘Sick,’gasped P. ‘What can be the cause?’ ‘Those d-d snipe!’ 

Cor. subsided among the blankets. All that sympathy could 
do was to control the rlslbtes. And for a while be listened to 
tbe quack-qus-.’.ck, quack, quack, of the mallard on the lake, and 
the cry of the brent as they passed over head, even the ‘scape’ of 
the snipe came sharply through tbe deep stillness of night. 
These sounds mingling with bis dreams, made bis night a rest¬ 
less one for the triggers would creep, and the hammers would 
not fall. ‘Turn out, Cor.,’ (he was whistling tbe reveille) ‘I have 
recovered from those snipe, and we must go and see about tbe 
ducks our doge failed to retrieve. Let’s have a cup of coffee 
and be off.’ Tbe doge were fed with some warm com bread, to 
comfort them In tbe cold work to be done; and It was cold work, 
breaking the scale of ice on tbe grassy bay, as tbe sportsmen 
found It, for they bad to take water freely to encourage the dogs. 

“Right gallantly did the pointer sperform service only fit for a 
rough-haired Newfoundland, seventeen more ducks were re¬ 
covered by them, though In some cases the hawks disputed tbe 
property, quite sharply. Back to camp, to breakfast, and the 
snipe served as before were followed by no sueh dire results, as 
on the night previous. ‘We have all tbe game we want,’ sug¬ 
gested P. ‘for ourselves sod friends, to continue Is murder; let’s 
go home.’ ‘The sun has come out bright aod warm,’ Interposed 
Cor., ‘I think tbe trout will rise—X have with me tbe Whitehall 
spinning squid, and if you will paddle me. I’ll ensure a Catholic 
Friday dinner In Quincy.’ ‘All right, there’s a skiff at tbe land¬ 
ing, which, with a little balling, will suit our purpose.' ‘I done 
founds fishing pole’ put In Sam. Instead of using one hundred 
yards of line, as the Inventor of the artificial bait contemplated, 
we, owing to the grassy water of the lake, limited our aspi¬ 
rations to eighteen Inches of a stout cord, which secured to the 
end of tbe rod, enabled us to play the glancing bait. In front of 
the boat—at first, tbe fates were uopropitlous, but as tbe sun 
grew warmer, a change came over tbe waters—a rush, a flash, 
and a three-pound trout lay In the bottom of tbe skiff, and now 
the sport became most exciting. Sometimes tbe rush was made 
from the depths below, and all the previous notice given was tbe 
dash so vigorously made, that the pearly drops fell In board; at 
others, as some cunning old fellow, bidden near tbe surface, 
under a lllly-pad, and anxious for his breakfast, dashed to secure 
the Illusive bait (he found It, not “vox’’ but “hooks it pratena 
nIAil’’) tbe water would swell for a length of perhaps twenty 
feet. Talk of your salmon-fishing at the rate of one a day I one 
hour of that incessant rush, dash, flash, splash, was worth an 
age of fly-wbipplog. The weights ran from one to eight or ten 
pound. ‘And now for a full count of the results,’ said P. ‘One 
hundred and twenty-four snipes, sIxty-nIne ducks, five brent and 
twenty-eight trout which will weigh over one hundred pounds. 
When this sport Is exceeded, “may we be there to see.” Sam 
put to tbe ponies, while we smile once more to the paradise of 
the snipe shooter. Lake Jackson.’’ I, too, kind reader, would 


like to add my smile, but fear Its ghastly nature would dim the 
brilliancy of tbe foregoing pen picture, so I say farewdll with 
that delusive hope for the better.

Is the first to violate 
tbe law It baa worked so hard to secure. “Draco," we looked for 
better things from you; you, who have received nothing but cour¬ 
tesies and kindness from tbe sportsmen of Des Moines, you, who 
knov that they are always ready with band and puree for any 
project relating to the Interest of the common cause, and your 
Ironical supposition was quite correct as there was neither oppor¬ 
tunity or desire to divide up on Capt. Bryan’s side as the eight 
members of tbe team went In as nearly as many directions, and 
did not meet again until they met in the club rooms to count tbe 
game. Any fair shot could bag twenty-five quail In a day’s shoot 
In this locality; and I, Individually, have bagged the number on 
several occasions lu less than three hours, so there is nothing re¬ 
markable In five out of eight men bagging twenty-five quail each 
In a full day’s hunt. What would you, “Draco?” Are twenty-five 
birds too many? If so, let us make It ten, and even then, I am 
afraid some grumbling “Draco" that had been to Kansas and 
with bis comrades bad killed seventy prairie chickens each daily, 
would rise up on tbe occasion of a club bunt and cry, “Butch¬ 
ery!” “Slaughter!” Ob, consistency, thou art a jewel!

DIARKHUSA. 

DIarrbii-K la an Increase In tbe number of alvlne dlscbarKea. 
Young and old dogs are most liable to be affected witb 
this disease. Puppies are very subject to It. Dlarrhma may 
arise from various causes, but Is generally the consequence of 
over-feeding or the use of Improper food, producing Irritability of 
tbe Intestines, and Increasing the peristaltic action of them, thus 
causing tbe discharge of fn-ces, to be more frequent than usual, 
and thinner than their natural consistence. When tbe discharge 
Is of a bright yellow, or a greenish color. It Is due to au In¬ 
creased secretory action of the liver. We sometimes have what 
Is termed fatty dlarrho'a, which is produced from a diseased 
condition of the liver and pancreas comhined, occasioned by the 
want of the pancreactic secretion, or a disease of the pancreas 
(sweetbread! and liver, by which tbe fatty or oily portions of 
diet are not digested. The Brst variety Is sometimes of very 
short duration, and generally yields sponUneously, or It may be 
proper to administer some mild cathartic. I usuailv give the 
following; castor oil, three ounces; syrup of buckthorn, two 
ounces; syrup of poppies, one ounce and a half, mix, and give 


empty. The rectum (the last gut) Is generally black with Inflam¬ 
mation, occasionally tbe lining membrane la ulcerated towards 
the anus. The only medicines from which benefit can be ex¬ 
pected In chronic diarrbtea are anodynes, to be given as an 
enema, and also administered by the mouth. The following 
will be found so excellent recipe; powdered prepared chalk, five 
grains to a scruple; powdered opium one to three grains; pow¬ 
dered ginger, three to twelve grains; powdered catechu, two 
grains to half a scruple; powdered capsicums, one to four 
grains. Mix with syrup Into a pill and ^ve three times a day, 
also use tbe following injection morning and night. Lauda¬ 
num, sulphuric ether, of each one to three drachms; warm water 
three to six ounces. Should the anus be excoriated, the follow¬ 
ing ointment must be applied; powdered gallarum, one ounce; 
powdered opium, two drachms; powdered camphor, two 
drachms; lard, four ounces; mix, and apply three times a day. 
Cleanliness Is of the utmost Importance. Twice dally, and 
oftener If necessary, the anus and root of the tall should be 
thoroughly washed with a mixture composed of, one ounce of 
solution of chloride of zinc to a pint of distilled water. In all 
cases of diarrhuja tbe food should be mild, but nutritious; fluid 
beef tea thickened with rice will constitute tbe most proper diet. 

CONSTIPATION. 

Tbe most common cause of costiveness is a deficient contractile 


from Inflammation, after suffering tbe most fearful torture. If 
a dog should swallow a stone, feed him Immedlstely, and largely; 
and half an hour afterwards ^ve a powerful emetic, and directly 
afterwards exercise him. 

Mr. Youatt relates a case In which a dog was thus destroyed. 
The animal was sent to be treated by Professor SImonds, of the 
London Veterinary College. Previous to the auimaPs admission 
Into the hospital be had for some days refused bis food, and Ihere 
was obstinate constipation of the bowels; cathartic medicl i e bad 
been given. The pulse was accelerated, there was distention of 
the abdomen with evident tenderness on pressure, tbe extremi¬ 
ties were cold, no ftnces were voided, and be occasionally vomited 
Some aperient medicine was given, which was retained on the 
stomach, and enemas and external stimulants were resorted to, 
but two days afterwards be died. On post mortem examination 
tbe offending body was found to be a common pebble. Tbe dog 
had been accustomed to fetch stone.-i out of tbe water. One of 
these stones he swallowed, and It had passed through tbe stomach 
Into tbe Intestines, and after proceeding some distance along 
them, had been impacted there. Tbe Inflammation was very In¬ 
tense so far as the stone had gone; but In the part of the intes¬ 
tine to which it had not reached there was not any. This was 
an Interesting case and ought to make Its due Impression. Cal. 
cull sometimes form In the Intestines, and are composed differ

from one to two or three tablespoonfuls according to tbe size of 
the dog. In the second variety It Is necessary to give opiates 
and a slight mercurial course. I would advise the following to 
be administered; take of powdered purified opium, six to twelve 
grains; calomel, eight to sixteen grains; powdered ginger, half 
an ounce. Mix with syrup Into six pills, and give one to 
the dog dally for a week, then cease the medicine for a few 
days, and If a cure is not effected, repeat tbe medicine for an¬ 
other week, and so on until a cure Is made. 

For the treatment of fatty diarrhuia. It Is necessary to avoid 
all fatty or oily articles of diet, and correct. If possible, the se¬ 
cretions of the liver and pancreas by alkalies, a slight mercurial 
course, and connter-irritstlon over the parts nearest to the 
organs affeoed. Chronic diarrhoea Is not an unfrequent disease 
in petted dogs, sometimes It Is constitutional, and often tbe 
effects of neglected constipation. The symptoms of this form of 
the disease are as follows: Thefmces are liquid, and of different 
colors, sometimes black, occasionally lighter than nsual, gener¬ 
ally mixed with much mucus and small quantities of blood; tbe 
eye Is pallid; the breath offensive; ravenous appetite; tbe anna 
Inflamed; generally protruding. Chronic diarrhcea almost always 
wears ont the snlmiU unless scientifically treated. Tbe patient 
may, for days previous to his death, become parallzed In his 
hind extremities. On poet mortem examination, tbe stomach and 
Intestines are Inflamed. Tbe coscum (the flrst large Intestine) 
often contains hard solid foeces, while all the other Intestines are 


power in the colon (tbe last Intestine but one), by which tbe 
foecal matter Is detained and accumulated In the bowels. This 
may arise from a general asthenic condition of the system; from 
over-feeding and little exercise, or Indigestible food; many dogs 
have a constipated habit, often greatly aggravated by the bones 
which are too often given them. It Is unwise to allow a dog to 
remain costive for more than two days, as Inflammation Is very 
likely to set In. The treatment la to unload tbe bowels by ca- 
thartica and enemata (Injections). The castor oil mixture with 
syrup of buckthorn and popples administered, will produce the 
desired effect, and warm soap aud water Injections. In tbe 
treatment of habitual constipation. It Is necessary to remove the 
tendency by proper hygenlc and dietetic management. Tbe dog 
should have regular exercise dally, the food should chiefly con¬ 
sist of boiled farinaceous matter, oatmeal wilt almost always act 
gently on the bowels, and boiled liver may occasionally be given, 
which the dog will generally take. Dietetic re^men should in 
all cases be preferr^ to medical; laxative articles of diet should 
be given. 

OAIXIDLUB IN THE INTESTINES. 

The dog, by some foolish persons. Is tanght to run or dive 
after a stone and to bring It back to Its master. The animal taught 
to Indulge In this amusement seriously Injures his teeth, and 
there are many Instances on record. In which the stone, the poor 
animal In Its eagerness to seize, has unfortunately swallowed, 
and when that happens, the faithful brute nearly always dies 


ently, some of earthy matter, and others of hair. The nucleus 
Is composed of many different articles, such as a small stone, a 
button, a nail, a pin, a piece of metal, a silver coin, etc.; these 
and many other things have been found as the nucleus for the 
calculus to form upon.

Retrieving and lU Effect on the Sense of Smell—What 
Don Would Do. 


Mobile, Ala. 

Editor Chicaqo Field: —I stated In my last that I would 
resume my second Instance, sustaining “Ellen Alice’s” views on 
pointers retrieving when she was In conversation with “Dear P." 
I desire to give the varied aecompHehmenIe of a dog of my ac¬ 
quaintance, and all I now say Is directly from the lips of bis 
owner, now a resident of this city. The dog Is now dead. I will 
give his owner’s words as be gave them to me: 

“Don was a pointer but of the North Carolina Imported stock; 
he was of very large size, white, with liver spots; large bead and 
brain, being wide between the eyes, which were large and lustrons, 
betokening courage, sense and gentleness but flrmnessof temper; 
his nostrils were very large and he seemed to be able to give them 
unusual extension, thus exposing a greater surface of. that dell- 
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cate membrane, which absorba the peculiar element, which eur- 
chargea the atmoaphere, thua creating the aenae ot amell, when 
he (ollowa the peculiar Inatructlon he may have received. 
When that membrane or amoll was under that particular ele¬ 
ment, be aeemed Ui know hla rights and prirllegea and would 
not let them be Interfered with If be could help It. I got him 
when be waa about a year old. He waa a natural retriever for 
everything but birda and required no training and would not 
ataud or point, and when out hunting would remain "at heel” all 
the time, ahowlng no dlapoaltlon to hunt. When the old dog 
would be on a point —pointing qualla or anipea —ho paid no more 
attention to him or the birda than to a atump. When the covey 
would be fluahed—the birda dropping at the Sre of the gun —he 
atm would remain at heel. Taking him to the dead birds, he 
paid no attention to them. On throwing a wounded bird, flut¬ 
tering, before him, telling him 'to fetch' It, he would go and 
smell It, but would not touch It. This be kept up during that 
eeaaon, and he waa constantly practiced In retrieving other things 
during the Summer. Early In the Fall of the next season, I took 
him out with the same old dog, and Don did as he did the season 
before by remaining 'at heel.’ Tbeolddog soon came to a point, 
but not a steady one, as be kept up a alight whine and looking 
back; hla conductattracted my attention, and I remained quiet 
to see what It meant. 1 aoonjfound out. The old dog, suddenly, 
left hla point and ran back to Don, at heel, when he whined, and 
licked him and started back to bis point followed by Don, and . 
they both came to a steady point. I then advanced, being Inter- ' 
ested In watching the action of the dogs. Don did exactly as the 
old dog, seemingly watching and Imitating him; the birds were 
flushed and two shot; the dogs dropped; the gun was re-loaded. 


hunting with two or more, he would take to each one the bird 
he shot, and could not be coaxed or Induced to deviate.” 

Now, "Dear P.,” how could these things bal 

"A peculiar feature In the Instinct of Don, waa, that wljen out 
hunting, he would give hla attention to the one killing the most 
birds, be he master or stranger, and pay no attention to the birds 
of the others unless they were shooting together, when he would 
bring to each the birds he shot, but he could not be Induced to 
follow anyone out hunting but hla master. If tied and lead to 
the field, although by those with whom be bad been hunting for 
two years, and to whom on some occasions ho had brought In the 
most birds, as soon as be would be turned loose he would take a 
straight line for home. On one occasion, when out hunting with 
Judge C., an eminent lawyer, prominent gentleman, and ardent 
sportsman, I lost my powder flask. I took the Judge's, showing 
it to him, telling him 'go fetch,' and motioned my hand back, 
when he left, and In about half an hour returned with It in his 
mouth. I being on horseback he Jumped his forepaws up on the 
saddle, giving me the flask, and in less than ten minutes heiwas 
on the point of a covey of birds, which after being killed he re¬ 
trieved as gallantly as ever. 

"When out hunilng, and 1 would get out of powder, shot or 
caps, I would give him the empty vessel, and tell him to go home 
and fetch. Ho would go to the house to my sister, who would 
know what he wanted from what he brought, when she would fill 
It, and he would bring It back to me and go on with his bunting.” 
"Dear P.,” what do you think of tbatl When I started out hunt¬ 
ing on horseback, Don's place was behind me on the horse's back, 
where he would remain until ordered to take the field. I will say 
here, whenever my sister went anywhere, and Don was home, he if 


observation, he would crawl up between my legs, then to my back, 
and lay bis head on mine, or crawl up by my side, putting bis 
head under my arm, and watch for tlie ducks, and when he would 
see one, whether I did or not, there would bo a nervous twitching 
and stiffening of his whole nervous system, that Indicated to me 
that he saw the duck, which. If I did not, I would look In the 
same direction he would bo looking and would see It. I have fre- 
queutly had to put my guo across his back to shoot ducks. After 
the gun would be reloaded and he ordered to 'go fetch,' be 
would eagerly bound luto the water and bring the duck. He has, 
when retrieving a duck, come to a staunch point, and do Ihesame 
ns with the hare. Does this not show that in this dog the sense 
of smell was In no way alfected by retrieving! 

"He would hunt turkeys, deer, foxes, or any game he would 
start In at. His Instinct was large, and partook of reasoning. I 
lived eight miles from the post-office; I would call Don up and 
give him my letters, putting them In his mouth, and say 'post,' 
'go .fetch,' and wave my hand for him to go to the post-ofhee. 
The post-ofllcc was kept in a store, and If the clerk did not hap¬ 
pen to be In sight Don would Jump his forepaws on to the coun¬ 
ter, and knock with them on the counter until the clerk would 
come, when he would lay down the letters, and would remain 
there until the clerk would tie up the mall matter and give It to 
him to take home. If the clerk forgot him, or was too slow, Don 
would go to him and whine, and If there was no mall matter the 
clerk would say, 'No; go home,’ shake his bead, and motion his 
hand to go away, when Don would leave for home. This was not 
believed by many persons, but they were convinced when they 
saw It, and many arc living who have witnessed it. 

"Whenever I went anywhere on horseback he mounted behind 
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and]when ordered, each retrieved his bird. This was a great sur¬ 
prise, and I could not think that the dog was broken, till soon after, 
as be was following the old dog, be struck olT on his own account, 
when be Jumped on a fence and came to a point on the fence; 
this was his first effort on his own account. I advanced—the old 
dog backed him, and I kicked up a covey of quails and one 
dropped to each barrel, and he retrieved them, after being 
ordered. In gallant style, showing the previous short teachings 
had been effective, without either whip, choke or spike collar. 
This brings him to three years old; from that on there was no 
more trouble; he hunted and quartered his fields well; all I had to 
do was to go to a Held, put him into it, when he would hunt all 
over it. If he pointed a covey of birds and I did not come as 
soon as ho thought 1 should, be would come for me, and If I did 
not go with him at once he would whine and bark and not bunt 
anywhere else until I had gone with him, when he would return 
to hla point. If the birds had moved, feeding or running, be 
would encircle them until be would bring them to a stand, when 
I would go up and order him to 'hie on’—he would bound In, 
and as the covey went whistling through the air, one dropping to 
each barrel, Don would stand and mark the flight of the covey. 
After the gun was re-loaded Don, on being 'hied on' to bring in 
'dead birds,' goes and picks them up without mouthing or 
mffllog a feather; and while bringing to me, he would drop to a 
point on one which bad not flown; the bird flushed, ho would 
drop at the report of the gun and bring In the bird be had In his 
mouth to me, and, ordered to goon, dead birds, he would go, and 
on one occasion when a friend W'Bs shooting with me, brought In 
the two birds my friend shot to him, seemingly knowing they 
were the ones he shot, and then went and picked up the one I 
shot, when he had the dead bird In hla mouth bringing that to me. 
He always brought the bird by the bead and was allowed to pull 
the head off, which he sometimes ate. On all occasions when 


always went with her on the horse. When on horseback. If be ! 
winded any game he would spring to the ground and pursue It 
until he came to a point. He has sprung to the ground, and 
from the ground to a feuce, and come to a stand on the fence. | 
When returning home from a hunt be would hunt hares and 
point them. When one was shot he would take It fn bis month, 
spring on to a stump, when I would go alongside and he Would 
Jump up behind me, carrying the bare In his mouth all the way 
home, when I would skin It and give It to him to eat.' He has 
sprung from the horse with the hare In his mouth and pointed 
birds, and after killing the birds he would lay down the hare, 
retrieve the birds, and then take hla bare and remount the horse. 
What do you think of that, "Dear P?" 

"Another peculiarity was that, when out hunting birds. If any 
one missed three fair shots, Don would turn tall and take a 
straight line for home, showing his disgust by a deep, low growl 
as he would leave. I could then go home and call him out into 
the field again, and he would do the same thing under the same 
circumstances. This peculiarity eventually cost him his life. 
When 1 wanted to bunt squirrels I would take him out, and 
looking up Into the trees he would do the same, and not bunt for 
birds. When I would see a squirrel and It would run aronnd the 
tree, I would look up and motion my hand to go on, saying, 'go 
around.’ Don would go to the other side, look up and bark, 
which would drive the squirrel to my side, and when It was shot 
and dropped Don would retrieve It. When hunting squirrels he 
would not hunt birds, unless ordered, but would go through a 
covey and pay no attention to them. 

"When I wanted to bunt ducks I would ride to the streams 
I where I wanted to hunt, with Don behind me on the horse; on 
I arrival be would Jump off. When ready to hunt, Don would "to 
I heel,' and as I would move cautiously on he would as cautiously 
follow. When crawling on my stomach,and I stopped to make an 


me, and If I wanted to stop, wo would get off, when I would pass 
the reins over the horse’s head and give them to Don In his mouth, 
when be would bold the horse until I came back, and no one 
could go near that horse. This be also always did with my sister. 

"I was In the habit of putting my shoes at the door at nights, so 
the servant could get them to black, who would take them to his 
house or room to clean, and bring them back In the morning.

Fur-'Seal Farming in Aiaska. 


Alton Island, Alaska, Nov. 16, 1878. 

Editor Chicago Field: —I have had no chance to fish yet 
and BO can’t tell you how and what there is to catch here, but I 
am sura that you will be Interested In the seal hunting—score mo 
one for that, for I learned from your columns not to say either 
whale, or seal If our legislative Solons do use those sole¬ 

cisms. 

A graceful female figure In a rich glossy brown sealskin is 
pleasant to the eye, or, I should say, would be pleasant, for I long 
to see one again, but If the dear creatures (not the seals) bad to 
come here for their elegant, warm sacques, I fear me that but 
few would gladden your eyes as you glance down Dearborn 
street. 

Seal skins containing the original Inhabitant can not only be 
seen but smelt here, and as our steamer came In, eveiy puff of 
wind from the shore, laden as It was with the peculiar efiiuvla 
of seals, gave evidence that we had found the place which we 
sought. 

Darkness then set In, and landing in the surf seemed a dan¬ 
gerous matter, but boats put off from shore and we embarked, 
guided by the all-penetratlng odor of the seals, In the absence 
of lights and compass; but once landed on the rocky beach, a 
walk of a few hundred yards transports the visitor from the 
height of discomfort to the luxury and ease of a roomy dwelling 
of the Alaska Commercial Company’s agent. Were It not for the 
raging storm and the distant moaning and bellowing of the mil¬ 
lions of seals without, one might Imagine himself again In civili¬ 
zation, In those fine quarters surrounded by a library, piano, 
pictures, etc. 

By daylight from my window can be seen an orderly, clean 
looking village of tediously uniform architecture, and a little 
further off grassy knolls and beach covered with innumerable 
seals, and beyond, fog, water and sky all very much of one color. 
Workshops, stores, salt-houses and oil works bear witness to the 
completeness of this vast establishment, called Into existence by 
the preference of the fastidious fur seals for these desolate 
islands, where, under the protection of strict regulations, these 
wonderful animals have extended their breeding grounds to 
within a short distance of the buildings, so that a few steps will 
take the visitor into their midst. 

The breeding season being over, family seclusion is no longer 
enforced, and a general air of sociability pervades the masses that 
lounge about on rocks and grass, the females educating their 
young in the art of natation; the old bulls sleeping or lazily 
watching their more sprightly juniors who play, gambol or chat¬ 
ter with each other In every Imaginable inflection of voice. The 
sea also is alive with slick, black baddies, darting to and fro In 
keen pursuit of fish, and the same moving mass of animals, 
clumsy on land, but the personlflcatlon of graceful motion in the 
water, extends for miles and miles around the coast, and from 
it strange noises, curiously blending with each other, are carried 
beyond the dense curtain of fog, often reaching the ear of the 
bewildered mariner before be can see any signs of land. 

Wonderful as the animals are on St. Paul Island, It Is equally 
Interesting to observe the manner In which the small community 
lives, which is entirely dependent upon the sealing Industry for 
its existence. Some seventy families of Aleuts, descendants of 
laborers brought to the Islands by the Russians, do the work of 
killing and skinning the annual quota or 100,000 seals, their em¬ 
ployment having b^n made compulsory with the lessees. Being 
allowed forty cents for each skin, they labor on the co-operative 
plaD,every member of the community sharing in the total receipts, 
whetlier able to work or not, but the participants are divided Into 
four classes, according to their efficiency and requirements. The 
following extract from thecompspy’s books will give a clear Idea 
of this peculiar but commendable system of working:

The above list does not give the amount paid for labor outside 
of the sealing season, and for fox skins, which foots up $3,653, 
making a total income of $600 for each family, after providing 
for I he support of church, pastor, widows and orphans, and all 
this is the result of the work of sixty men for two months In the 
year. As the law requires the lessees to furnish the natives with 
bouses, fuel,salt Osh and seal meat free of charge, they may justly 
be considered the moet prosperous laborers In the world. 

Last week I went to Atton, the true weet end of the United 
States, situated In 170 deg. of eastern longitude, and but a few 
days sail from the Astatic coast. The only safe harbor, Tcblt- 
chagoS Bay, Is entirely land-locked, and at its bead lies nestling 
between green hills s small village of a hundred souls. The con¬ 
taminating influences of civilization having as yet barely touched 
Atton the people are far more amiable and healthy than any of 
their countrymen dwelling further to the east. Sea otters are 
getting very scarce In this vicinity, the annual catch being be¬ 
tween twenty and thirty, altogether Insufflclent to supply the 
wants of the people, who are becoming more and more Indebted 
to the Alaska Commercial Company for clothing and other 
necessarlea. Should that Brm withdraw Its store, which Is now 
maintained st a loss, the condition of the natives would be de¬ 
plorable, Indeed. The fact that the bay yields an abundance of 
fish, hair-seal and driftwood, makes the Inhabitants unwilling to 
move to some other Island where sea otter are more plentiful and 
perhaps food more difficult to obtain; but unless the hunting Im¬ 
proves, their only choice will be removal or application for gov- 
emmeDt aid. 


A recent shock of earthquake destroyed a fresh water lake on 
Oumnak Island by letting the sea into It, and this compelled the 
removal of a village whliffi was partly destroyed. I am told that 
the lake contained Bsb, but as I do not know the native names, 
am in the dark as to the kinds, hut will promise you an account of 
them at some future time. H. A. R. 


Uatclilng Fish ArllUclally. 


The meeting of the State Fish Commissioners at Milwaukee 
this week has been the Important event, and the discussions that 
those wise men have indulged in will bo valuable additions to 
the literature of the country, and future readers of profane history 
will rise up aud call them blessed. It seems that the action of 
the Milwaukee common council In withdrawing the use of the 
water works from the fiommlealoners, will put a stop to the batch¬ 
ing of whitedsh. This Is as It should be. The wbiteflsb Is an 
aristocratic bird, that will not bite a hook, and the propagation 
of this species of flsh Is wholly In the Interest of wealthy owners 
of fishing tugs, who have nets. By strict attention to business 
they (Min catch all the whlteflsh out of the lake, a little faster 
than the state machine can put them lu. Poor people cannot 
get a smell of wbiteflsb. The same may be said of br(x>k trout, 
^blle they will bite a hook. It requires more machinery to catch 
them than ordinary people can possess without mortgaging a 
house. A man has got to have a moroc(x> book of expensive 
flies, a fifteen dollar bamboo jointed rod, a three-dollar trout 
basket with a hole morticed In the top, a corduroy suit made to 
the latest style, top boots of the Wellington pattern, with red 
tassels In the straps, and a flask of Otard brandy In a aide pocket. 
Unless a man Is got up In that style a speckl^ trout will see 
him In Chicago first, and then It won’t bite. The brook trout Is 
even more aristocratic than the white-fish, and should not be 
propagated at public expense. 

But there are fish that should be propagated. In the Interest 
of the people.* There Is a species of flsh that never looks at the 
clothes of the man who throws In the halt, a flsh that takes what¬ 
ever Is thrown to it, and when once hold of the hook never 
tries to shake a friend, but submits to the inevitable, crosses its 
legs and says "Now I lay me,” and comes out on the bank and 
seems to enjoy being taken. It Is a fisb that is the friend of 
the poor, and one that will sacrifice Iteelf In the Interest of hu¬ 
manity. That is the fisb that the state should adopt as Its trade 
mark, and cultivate friendly relations witb, and stand by. We 
allude to the bullhead. 

The bullhead never went back on a friend. To mitcb the bull¬ 
head It Is not necessary to tempt his appetite with porter-house 
steak, or to display an expensive lot of fishing tackle. A pin-hook, 
apiece of liver and a cistern pole Is all the capital required to 
catch a bullhead. He lies upon the bottom of a stream or pond 
In the mud thinking. There Is no flsh that does more thinking, 
or has a better head for grasping great questions, or chunks of 
liver, than the bullhead. His brain is large, hla heart beats for 
humanity, and if be can’t get liver, a piece of tin tomato can 
will make a meal for him. It is an loterestlog study to watch a 
boy catch a bullhead. The boy knows where the bullhead con¬ 
gregates, and when be throws In bis hook It la dollars to buttons 
that "In the near future” be will get a bite. 

The bullhead Is democratic lu all Its Inatlucts. . If the boy’s 
shirt la sleeveless, blsbatcrownleas, and hts pantaloons a bottom¬ 
less pit, the bullhead will bite just as well as though the boy Is 
dressed In purple and fine linen, with knee-breeches and plaid 
stockings. The bullhead seems to be dozing—bull-dozing, we 
migbt say—on the muddy bottom, and a stranger would say that 
he would not bite. But wait. There Is a movement of his con- 
tlnuatlou, and his cow-catcher moves gently toward the piece of 
liver. He does not wait to smell of it, and canvass In bis mind 
whether the liver Is fresh. It makes no difference to him. He 
argues that here is a family out of meat. "My country calls, and 
I must go,” says the bullhead to himself, sod he opens hla 
mouth and the liver disappears. 

It Is not certain that the boy will tbink of his halt for half an 
hour, but the bullhead Is In no hurry. He lays In the mud and 
proceeds to digest the liver. He realizes that his days will not 
be long In the land, or water more properly speaking, and be ai^ 
gucs that If he swallows the halt and digests It before the boy 
pulls him out, he will be just so much ahead. Finally the boy 
thinks of his bait, pulls it out, and the bullhead is landed on the 
bank, and the boy cuts him open to get the book out. Some flsh 
only take the halt glngerly,and are only caught around the selvage 
of the mouth, and they are comparatively easy to dislodge. Not so 
with the bullhead. He says if liver Is a good thing, you can’t have 
too much of It, and it tastes good all the way down. The boy gets 
down on hie knees to dissect the bullhead, and get his hook, and 
It may be that the boy swears. It would not be astonishing, 
though he must feel, when he gets his hook ont of the hidden re¬ 
cesses of the bullhead, like the minister who took up a collection 
and didn’t get a cent, though be expreaeed tbaoke at getting his 
hat back. There is one drawback to the bullhead, and that Is bis 
boms. We doubt If a boy ever descended Into the patent Insides 
of a bullhead, to mine for limerick books, that did not, before the 
work was done, run a born Into his vital parts. But the boy 
seems to expect It, and the bullhead enjoys It. We have 
seen a bullhead lay on the bank and become dry, and to all ap¬ 
pearances dead to all that was going on, and when a boy sat down 
on him, sod got a born In bis elbow, and yelled murder, the ball- 
bead would grin from ear to ear, and wag his tail as though ap¬ 
plauding for an encort. 

The bullhead never complains. «We have seen a boy take a 
dnll knife and proceed to follow a fish line down a bullhead from 
his bead to the end of his subsequeut anatomy, and all the time 
there would be an expression of sweet peace on the countenance 
of the bullhead, as though he enjoyed It.
